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Introduction 


| am pleased to introduce the Annual Northern Expen- 
diture Plan for 1975-76. 


This is the first time comprehensive data on northern 
expenditures by the Federal and Territorial Govern- 
ments have been compiled in a single publication. 
The data were compiled in consultation with the 
Advisory Committee on Northern Development, com- 
prised of officials from both the territorial governments 
as well as federal departments and agencies involved 
in northern-related activities. As Minister responsible 
for joint planning and co-ordination of policies and 
programs north of 60°, | wish to acknowledge the 
efforts of this Committee and of all who contributed 
to the preparation of the data. 


There is every reason to believe that such a publication 
is timely. It is now about five years since the Govern- 
ment established seven National Objectives for 
northern Canada as a basis for development. In estab- 
lishing these objectives, the Government recognized 
the importance of joint planning and co-ordination of 
the numerous and diverse activities carried out in 
relation to the North by Federal and Territorial Govern- 
ment agencies. The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan 
is one means whereby the Minister of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development seeks to discharge his 
responsibility for co-ordinating northern activities. 


It seems appropriate, given the Government's special 

responsibility for northern programs, and the growing 
interest in northern Canada on the part of many Cana- 
dians, that the public be given a comprehensive view 

of government expenditures as they relate directly to 

the North. Such is the purpose of this publication. 


The booklet is divided into three parts: 


Part | provides an explanation of what is meant by an 
“Annual Northern Expenditure Plan’’, its relationship 
to the Main Estimates and total expenditures of the 
Federal and Territorial Governments, and the relation- 
ship between the National Objectives for the North 
and other government objectives. 


Part Il contains aggregate expenditure data by spend- 
ing agency and various categories of expenditures 

(one category being an allocation by Northern Objec- 
tive), for a three year period ending March 31, 1976. 


In addition, information is included on the level of 
public service employment directly associated with 
northern activities. 


In Part Ill, expenditure and public service employment 
data are presented by departmental program and 
northern objective. The presentation includes a 
description of the departmental program objectives 
involved, as reflected in the Main Estimates of the 
Federal and Territorial Governments. 


| hope publication of this information will enhance the 
public’s understanding of Federal and Territorial 
Government activities in the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories.

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Part | 


The Concept of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Federal departments and agencies and the govern- 
ments of the Yukon and Northwest Territories have 
completed questionnaires recording their recent and 
proposed annual expenditures on programs and activ- 
ities in relation to the two territories. In the aggregate, 
the expenditure data thus collected constitute the 
northern expenditure plans of the Federal and Terri- 
torial governments. The results of the survey are 
summarized in this booklet as the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan for 1975-76. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure 
Planning 


In 1971 the Government of Canada approved a North- 
ern development policy which established seven 
National Objectives for Northern Canada. The Objec- 
tives, which are described elsewhere in this publica- 
tion, were designed as a policy framework for the 
formulation, co-ordination and implementation of all 
Federal and Territorial government programs con- 
cerned with Northern Canada during this decade. 


The National Objectives for Northern Canada provide 
a common basis for Federal and Territorial govern- 
ments to plan and implement their Northern programs. 
At the same time, they present a special challenge in 
joint planning and co-ordination between the three 
governments involved, given the multiplicity of depart- 
ments and agencies through which each government 
discharges its responsibilities north of 60°. 


The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies 
and programs relative to the North. The preparation 

of an Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, through 
consultation with the Advisory Committee on Northern 
Development, is designed to facilitate a co-ordinated 
and balanced approach to allocation of the human and 
financial resources of government in relation to the 
Governments’ Northern Objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, as 
with any data survey, it was necessary to establish 
rather precise and, in some respects, arbitrary defini- 
tions as to what would be included as a ‘‘Northern” 
expenditure. Such definitions were especially neces- 
sary for those federal respondents whose programs 
are national in scope and for which a northern program 
component might not be readily identifiable. The 
general methodology and approach applied in the 
survey are described below. 


Agencies were asked to provide data for a three-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1975-76; forecast 
expenditures (at the time of the survey) for 1974-75; 
and actual expenditures for 1973-74. It is important 
to note that the data for 1975-76 are based on expen- 
diture plans contained in the Main Estimates for that 


year; as such, the 1975-76 figures represent spending 
plans which are subject to change during that year 
in response to shifts in priorities. 


To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies 
were asked to report only direct Northern expen- 
ditures.* Direct expenditures must meet one of the 
following conditions: (a) those which take place 
physically north of 60°; (b) those made to achieve 
departmental or program objectives exclusively for the 
North; or (c) those which contribute to northern 
objectives or involve the North in a national program, 
provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. Data on indirect expen- 
ditures — i.e. those which may contribute to northern 
objectives, but which have a primary thrust directed 
elsewhere and a northern component which cannot be 
firmly and realistically identified — were not requested 
in the survey. 


With the exclusion of indirect expenditures from the 
survey, it is believed that a reasonable degree of 
accuracy can be attributed to the data. It should be 
noted, however, that an element of judgement had to 
be applied in making the allocations in certain cate- 
gories, particularly — (1) in the allocation of expen- 
ditures by Northern Objective, and (2) in identifying 
the geographic location of the principal benefit of the 
expenditures. By their nature, these data categories 
are subjective. For this reason, agencies surveyed 
were urged to seek advice from senior level program 
managers to obtain the most informed judgement pos- 
sible in these subjective areas. 


While the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan repre- 
sents the most comprehensive data available on 
government spending in the North, it will be apparent 
from the aggregate expenditure tables that some 
federal agencies have been excluded from the survey 
even though they may operate northern-related pro- 
grams. Reference has already been made to the exclu- 
sion of agencies whose expenditures relate only 
indirectly to the North. Also excluded, however, are 
certain agencies whose operations are of a quasi- 
commercial nature, such as the Northern Transporta- 
tion Company Limited and the Northern Canada Power 
Commission. Finally, it should be noted that three 
items, because of their special nature, have been 
excluded from the aggregate expenditure data. These 
special exclusions relate to expenditures on: 


(a) forces of the department of National Defence 
assigned for defence of the North but stationed in 
southern Canada (a relatively high expenditure); 

(b) Purchase of shares in Panarctic Oils Limited by the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment (a special type of investment expenditure); and, 


*In these definitions and throughout the text, the term “‘agency”’ 
(when not otherwise modified ) is taken to include federal 
government departments, agencies and Crown corporations and 
the governments of the two territories. The terms ‘North’ and 
“Northern” refer to the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


(c) activities reported as long-range research (because 
the application of research results is expected to be 
at least two years away). 


While expenditures for these special items are ex- 
cluded from the aggregate data comprising the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan, they are identified, for 
information purposes, as an adjustment to the gross 
expenditure figures presented in Part Ill of the booklet 
(Detail of Expenditures by Federal and Territorial 
Government Programs and Northern Objectives). 


Relationship of Annual Northern Expenditure Plan 
to Main Estimates 


The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan is designed to 
indicate Northern expenditures by the agency which 
has final responsibility for managing them. This 
means that transfers from one agency to another 
appear, in the aggregate expenditure tables, as the 
expenditure of the final agency in the process. 


Largely for this reason, expenditures of the Territorial 
governments, as shown in the aggregate tables, do 

not coincide with the Estimates of the Councils of the 
two Territories. For the year 1975-76, for example, 
planned expenditures of $64.1 million are reported for 
the Yukon Territory Government, along with $155.8 
million for the Northwest Territories Government. 

In fact, the Estimates for 1975-76 total $69.0 million 
for the Yukon and $164.2 million for the Northwest 
Territories. 


It should also be noted that the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan does not attempt to indicate the full 
extent to which government revenues are generated 
by the activities of reporting agencies; nor does it 
show the magnitude of government revenues gener- 
ated in Northern Canada generally. 


For example, the total Yukon Government Estimates of 
$69.0 million for 1975-76 are financed through Ter- 
ritorial receipts of $44.7 million; the operating grant 
paid by the Federal Government is $7.0 million (in 
addition there is a capital grant of $11.6 million). The 
balance of expenditures ($5.7 million) is financed 
largely from the Yukon Government's working capital. 


In the case of the Northewest Territories, expenditure 
Estimates of $164.2 million are financed through 
receipts of $55.1 million, together with an operating 
grant of $79.0 million (provision is also made for a 
capital grant to the Northwest Territories in the 
amount of $30.1 million). 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan in fostering greater 
cohesion in northern expenditure planning. The main 
focus of the plan, of course, is on those activities 


which contribute to the achievement of the National 
Objectives for Northern Canada. 


The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many 
federal agencies whose activities support estab- 
lished northern objectives have responsibilities for 
meeting national or program objectives which are 
distinct from the National Objectives for the North. In 
such cases, flexibility has to be applied in meeting 
non-northern objectives independent of northern 
concerns. It is recognized, however, that where the 
national purpose being served by a given agency or 
program must take precedence over the implications 
for northern objectives, the manner in which expen- 
ditures are executed may often be modified to enhance 
achievement of northern objectives without sacrifice 
to the other purposes being served. 
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Part Il 


Aggregate Expenditure Data 


This part contains 23 tables showing, on an aggregate 
basis, expenditures and public service employment 
reported by each agency included in the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan for the years 1973-74 to 
1975-76. The data provided falls into seven cate- 
gories, as follows: 


(A) A summary of total expenditures by agency for 
each fiscal year (Table |) 

(B) Expenditure by Northern Objective (Tables II — V) 

(C) Expenditure by economic function (Tables VI — IX) 

(D) Expenditure by location of responsibility centre 
(Tables X — XIII) 

(E) Expenditure by location of principal benefit 
(Tables XIV — XVII) 

(F) Expenditure by object of expenditure (Tables 
XVIII — XX1) 

(G) Planned direct employment by location (Tables 
XXIl and XXIll) 


The tables for each of these data categories are pre- 
faced by an explanatory note defining more precisely 
the content of each category. 


Special Note on Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 


It will be observed that the expenditure totals by 
Northern Objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit (categories (B), (C) and (E) 
above) differ somewhat from the totals by location of 
responsibility centre and object of expenditure (cat- 
egories (D) and (F) above). This will also be observed 
in the case of certain individual agencies. The reason 
for this is explained below. 


A certain amount of double counting is unavoidable 

in compiling the data because of limitations in financial 
accounting systems. This problem occurs where one 
agency purchases goods or services from another 
agency and includes the purchase cost in its reported 
expenditures while, at the same time, the selling 
agency reports the cost of providing the goods or 
services as part of its expenditures. 


Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or 
services in order to carry out its programs and to pro- 
mote certain northern objectives, the cost should 

be included in its expenditures for allocation by north- 
ern objective, economic function and location of 
principal benefit. However, since the selling agency 
actually administers the expenditure in providing the 
goods or services, it is most appropriate that the 

cost be included as part of its reported expenditures 
for allocation by location of responsibility centre 

and. object of expenditure. 


*All agencies reported data ona fiscal year basis, with the excep- 
tion of the Unemployment Insurance Commission and the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, which reported by calendar 
year. 
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In line with this approach, sales to other agencies 
were deducted from the selling agency's gross expen- 
ditures in compiling the tables showing allocations 
by northern objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit. On the other hand, purchases 
from other agencies were deducted from the pur- 
chaser’s gross expenditures for the tables showing 
allocation by location of responsibility centre and 
object of expenditure. As a result, the expenditure 
indicated for a given agency will differ in the two 
groups of tables described above — the discrepancy 
being the net difference between the purchases and 
sales reported. 


On an aggregate basis, it was found that total reported 
sales exceeded total reported purchases by $3.6 
million in 1975-76, or less than three-quarters of one 
per cent of total planned expenditures for the year. 
Through examination of supplementary information 
provided by agencies in their questionnaires, the 
discrepancy appears to be due to an inability to iden- 
tify all actual or anticipated purchases from other 
reporting agencies. In view of the comparatively small 
size of the discrepancy in relation to total expendi- 
tures, however, the double counting involved in certain 
tables is not considered to be significant. 


Treatment of Inter-agency Transfers 


An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are 
provided by one reporting agency to another with- 

out the recipient agency providing any goods or ser- 
vices to be used or consumed by the agency providing 
the funds. The recipient agency is thus free to ad- 
minister the ultimate disposition of funds for their 
intended purpose. The most common forms of such 
inter-agency transfers are grants, contributions or 
loans from one agency to another. 


It was indicated earlier that the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan is designed to reflect Northern expen- 
ditures by the agency which has final responsibility 

for managing them. Accordingly, the gross budgetary 
or expenditure levels reported by agencies were 
adjusted for inter-agency transfers identified in the 
survey. As a result, the amounts reported in the 
aggregate expenditure tables for a given agency com- 
prise, for the most part, only funds actually admin- 
istered by that agency.

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Part Il-A 
Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table | provides a summary of expenditures by agency 
for each of the three fiscal years reported. Federal 
agencies are listed in order of descending levels of 
expenditures planned for 1975-76. 


With reference to this and succeeding tables in this 
part of the booklet, attention is again drawn to the fact 
that the expenditure levels indicated for each agency 
will not always be the same as amounts contained 

in the voted estimates of those agencies. As previous- 
ly explained, this is largely due to the methodology 

of adjusting agencies’ reported gross expenditures for 
inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, some 
disbursements made by agencies are funded from 
non-budgetary or special accounts which may not spe- 
cifically be identified as expenditure items in the 
Estimates (e.g. Canada Pension Plan payments). 


The differences between expenditure levels reported 
here and those in Estimates are quite apparent in 
relation to the Territorial Governments; they may be 
less apparent, however, for federal agencies whose 
northern expenditures are not identified separately in 
the Estimates. For this reason, care must be exercised 
in drawing conclusions about the expenditure levels 
of a given agency indicated in the aggregate expen- 
diture tables. 


For example, Table | indicates planned expenditures 
by the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 

in 1975-76 of only $0.4 million. In Part Ill of the book- 
let, however, where gross agency expenditures are 
displayed, it will be seen that the Corporation plans 
total northern expenditures of $7.4 million in 1975-76, 
of which $7.0 million takes the form of transfers to 
other agencies (in this case to the Territorial 
Governments) . 


It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research 
Council, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure 
tables at all, even though they reported northern 
expenditures. While their expenditures are included in 
Part Ill of the booklet, they are excluded here because 
they relate to long-range research activities which, 

as noted earlier, are not to be included in the net 
adjusted figures comprising the Annual Northern Ex- 
penditure Plan.

Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover 
only government expenditures in a given field of 
activity. Many public services, of course, are provided 
primarily through private enterprise on a commercial 
basis. For example, while planned expenditures 
reported by the Department of Communications total 
$0.8 million, this by no means represents the total 
outlay for communication services in the North. This is 
a case where government plays an important role in 

a certain field but where the private sector is very much 
involved in the actual provision of services.

Allocations by Northern Objective 


Table Il displays planned expenditures for 1975-76 by 
government and northern objective; Tables III, IV 

and V provide a further breakdown of expenditures by 
agency and northern objective for each of the three 
years reported. 


There are seven National Objectives for Northern 
Canada (referred to here simply as ‘‘Northern Objec- 
tives’’) as approved by the Federal Government for 
the 1970's. A brief description of these objectives 
follows: * 


1 Quality of Life — To provide for a higher standard of 
living, quality of life, and equality of opportunity 
for northern residents by methods which are com- 
patible with their own preferences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth — To encourage viable economic 
development within the regions of the northern 
territories so as to realize their potential contribu- 
tion to the national economy and the material well 
being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security — To maintain Canadian 
sovereignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of Environment — To maintain and en- 
hance the northern environment with due considera- 
tion to economic and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government — To further the evolution 
of self-government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development — To realize the 
potential contribution of the northern territories to 
the social and cultural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation — To develop fully the 
leisure and recreational opportunities in the north- 
ern territories. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of 
expenditure in the tables. The eighth category is 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the 
Government's policy framework for the North generally, is con- 
tained in the publication “‘Canada’s North 1970-1980” issued by 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 
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Administration and Support. Agency expenditures are 
allocated to Administration and Support when they 
contribute to the northern objectives by supporting 
other activities which contribute to these objectives. 
They must, of course, also be direct northern expen- 
ditures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, 
maintenance and operation of government buildings 
and equipment, financial and personnel services, and 
policy, planning and co-ordination services. 


Where administration and support types of expendi- 
ture support only one northern activity, they are con- 
sidered to be a part of that activity; in such cases, the 
expenditures have been allocated to the appropriate 
northern objective. Where, however, they support 
more than one operational activity, agencies were 
asked to report the expenditure as part of the Admin- 
istration and Support category. This approach is 
designed to eliminate the pro-rating of general over- 
head and support costs to operational activities on an 
arbitrary basis. 


A word of caution is required in connection with 
expenditure levels identified by each agency under 
Administration and Support. There are many variations 
in the organizational forms and accounting systems 
employed by agencies to manage their programs. 
Because of this, some agencies are able to identify a 
larger part of their administrative expenses with dis- 
crete operational activities than are others. As a result, 
such agencies may show a lower proportion of expen- 
ditures under the Administration and Support category 
than others. In addition, many agencies are unable to 
identify the northern component of their overall 
administrative expenses. In these cases, the adminis- 
tration and support expenditures are considered as 
indirect northern expenditures and excluded from the 
data entirely. 


For the above reasons, these data do not provide a 
valid basis for making inter-agency comparisons of 
Administration and Support expenditures. In particu- 
lar, such comparisons provide no valid basis on which 
to judge the relative efficiency with which agencies 
manage their operations. 


Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective 


exercise. Within this limitation, however, the alloca- 

tions represent the best judgements of program man- 
agers as to the objectives promoted by the activities 

for which they are responsible.

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Part lIl—C 
Expenditures by Economic Function 


The four tables in this section provide information on 
expenditures by economic function. Eleven economic 
functions are identified, each of which describes the 
general nature and type of activity on which expen- 
ditures are made. As in the case of allocations by 
Northern objective (though to a lesser degree), the 
allocations by economic function involve an element 
of judgement on the part of the reporting agencies. 


The economic functions are listed below, along with 
examples of the types of expenditure represented by 
each function: 


1 Education — Expenditures on primary, secondary 
and university schooling, but excluding adult and 
occupational training. 


2 Health — Expenditures directly related to protect- 
ing and improving human health, primarily of a 
medical-dental nature. 


3 Welfare — Expenditures related to the maintenance 
of income, social assistance, improved housing 
and other social services. 


4 Transportation and Communications — Expendi- 
tures which directly relate to the regulation, 
construction, maintenance or upgrading of trans- 
portation or communication services. 


5 Economic Development (Human) — Expenditures 
to improve an individual's opportunities to in- 
crease his income by the improvement of his 
labour skills or by improving the efficiency of the 
labour market. 


6 Economic Development (Other) — Expenditures 
made for the prime purpose of developing the 
primary, secondary and service sectors of the 
Northern economy. 


7 Defence — Expenditures made to ensure the pre- 
servation of Canadian sovereignty. 


8 Local Government — Expenditures for the estab- 


lishment of effective and responsible political 
institutions at the local government level. 
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9 Research (short-range)* — Expenditures of a re- 
search nature, where the application of the results 
is expected to take place within the reporting 
period plus two years.

Location of Principal Benefit 
of Expenditures 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to provide a judgemental break- 
down of their expenditures according to the geograph- 
ical area which was expected to obtain the principal 
benefit of the expenditures. Four geographical 

areas were identified for this purpose: the Yukon Ter- 
ritory, the Northwest Territories, the North generally, 
and Canada as a whole. Tables XIV — XVII provide 
data concerning expenditure allocations on this basis. 


A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
“Location of Responsibility Centre’’ (Tables X — 

XIIl) and those by ‘‘Location of Principal Benefit’’ dealt 
with here. For example, an expenditure may be made 
through a responsibility centre in Southern Canada 
and yet benefit one or both of the Northern regions. On 
the other hand, an expenditure administered from 

the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the Territories 
may also benefit the North generally or Canada as a 
whole. An effort has been made, however, to relate 
expenditures to that region which is expected to receive 
the principal benefit.

Other Operating — Includes operating expenditures 
other than salaries and wages, such as professional 
and special services, travel and removal, freight, 
postage, telephones, equipment rentals. 


Capital — Includes acquisition and construction 
projects, such as those relating to buildings, facili- 
ties, equipment and works. 


Grants and Contributions — |Includes payments to 
individuals or organizations, other than for goods 
or services, for the purpose of furthering program 
objectives. 


Loans — Includes the net amount of loans made to 
individuals or organizations — the net amount being 
new loans less repayment of principal on those 
made previously. 


Note that the amounts shown in the object of expen- 
diture tables under Grants and Contributions and 
Loans are exclusive of amounts transferred by one 
reporting agency to another.

Public Service Employment 


Tables XXII and XXIII deal with the levels of direct 
public service employment planned by agencies in 
relation to their Northern activities. It should be noted, 
in this case, that the figures for 1974-75 and 1973-74 
(like those for the current year) represent agencies’ 
planned employment based on the Estimates for those 
years. 


Public service employment includes all regular, sea- 
sonal, casual and part-time employees, but not persons 
engaged under professional and special service con- 
tracts; nor does it include employment generated by 
programs specifically designed to create jobs, 

unless the employment is with a reporting agency 

and covered in that agency's salaries and wages 
budget. 


The levels of direct employment are expressed in 
““man-years’’ for federal agencies and as ‘‘positions”’ 
for the territorial governments (reflecting different 
methods of expressing planned employment levels for 
the public service). In each case, the geographical 
location of the planned employment levels is given. 
The geographical location designated for this purpose 
are the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories and 
southern Canada.

Detail of Expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial Government Programs 
and Northern Objectives 
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In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to identify the name of the 
program, as shown in their Estimates, under which 
their northern activities are carried out. This is in 
keeping with the idea that the northern expenditure 
data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 


In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and public service employment are 
presented in a modified Main Estimates format to 
show how the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan re- 
lates to agency programs and objectives as described 
in Estimates. 


The presentation shows, for each agency program, 


the derivation of the Annual Northern Expenditure plan 


as defined for purposes of the survey. This is done 
by adjusting the gross expenditures reported by 
agencies for such items as inter-agency sales, inter- 
agency transfers, repayments of loans, and other 
special items described earlier. The unadjusted or 
gross level of expenditure for each program is iden- 
tified as the ‘‘Main Estimates” level*, while the 
amount indicated after adjustments is shown as the 
“Annual Northern Expenditure Plan’’. The latter 


amount is then broken down according to the Northern 


Objectives served by the expenditure. 


Following identification of each agency's program, 
there is a description of the program objective. These 
descriptions are substantially the same as contained 
in the 1975-76 Estimates for each agency, although 
minor editorial changes were made in some cases for 
the sake of brevity or to provide further information. 


In summary, the material in this part includes the 
following information: 


(a) a summary of Northern expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial governments; * * 


(b) a summary of each agency's expenditures by 
program; 


(c) a description of each agency’s own objectives as 
described in 1975-76 Estimates; 


(d) expenditure levels for each agency's program, 
before and after adjustments, in relation to the 
Northern activities associated with the program; 


(e) an allocation of adjusted program expenditures by 
Northern Objective; 


(f) a summary of public service employment (man- 


power) related to the Northern activities of each 
agency.

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Introduction 


| am pleased to introduce the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan for 1976/77. 


This is the second annual publication of comprehensive 
data on northern expenditures by the Federal and 
Territorial Governments. The data were compiled in 
consultation with the Advisory Committee on Northern 
Development, comprised of officials from both the 
territorial governments as well as federal departments 
and agencies involved in northern-related activities. 
As Minister responsible for joint planning and 
co-ordination of policies and programs north of 60°, 

| wish to acknowledge the efforts of this committee 
and of all who contributed to the preparation of the 
data. 


The Government has established seven National 
Objectives for Northern Canada as a basis for develop- 
ment during the 1970's. In establishing these objec- 
tives, the Government recognized the importance of 
joint planning and co-ordination of the numerous and 
diverse activities carried out in relation to the North 
by Federal and Territorial Government agencies. The 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan is one means 
whereby the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development seeks to discharge his responsibility for 
co-ordinating northern activities. 


For 1976/77, planned expenditures of the federal and 
territorial governments directly related to the northern 
territories amount to some $583 million, and involve 
an estimated public service employment level of 9,528 
This publication is designed to provide an interested 
public with a comprehensive view of the nature and 
purpose of these resource allocations. 


The booklet is divided into three parts: 


Part | provides an explanation of what is meant by 

an “‘Annual Northern Expenditure Plan’’, the general 
methodology and approach applied in the data survey, 
including the derivation of an Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan from the Main Estimates and total 
expenditures of the Federal and Territorial Govern- 
ments, and the relationship between the National 
Objectives for the North and other government 
objectives. 


Part Il contains aggregate expenditure data by spending 
agency and various categories of expenditures. For 
example, one category provides an allocation of expen- 
ditures by Northern Objective for each fiscal year 

from 1973-74 to 1976-77. In addition, information is 
included on the level of public service employment 
directly associated with northern activities. 


In Part Ill, expenditure and public service employment 
data are presented by departmental program and 
northern objective. The presentation includes a 
description of the departmental program objectives 
involved, as reflected in the Main Estimates of the 
Federal and Territorial Governments. 


| hope publication of this information will continue to 
enhance the public’s understanding of Federal and 
Territorial Government activities in the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories.

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Part | 


The Concept of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Federal departments and agencies and the govern- 
ments of the Yukon and Northwest Territories are 
surveyed each year to obtain information regarding 
their recent and proposed annual expenditures on 
programs and activities in relation to the two ter- 
ritories. In the aggregate, the expenditure data thus 
collected constitute the northern expenditure plans of 
the Federal and Territorial governments. The results 
of the 1976/77 survey are summarized in this booklet 
as the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan for 1976/77. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure 
Planning 


In 1971 the Government of Canada approved a north- 
ern development policy which established seven 
National Objectives for Northern Canada. The Objec- 
tives, which are described elsewhere in this publica- 
tion, were designed as a policy framework for the 
formulation, co-ordination and implementation of all 
Federal and Territorial government programs con- 
cerned with Northern Canada during this decade. 


The National Objectives for Northern Canada provide 
a common basis for Federal and Territorial govern- 
ments to plan and implement their northern programs. 
At the same time, they present a special challenge in 
joint planning and co-ordination between the three 
governments involved, given the multiplicity of depart- 
ments and agencies through which each government 
discharges its responsibilities north of 60°. 


The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies 
and programs relative to the North. The preparation 

of an Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, through 
consultation with the Advisory Committee on Northern 
Development, is designed to facilitate a co-ordinated 
and balanced approach to allocation of the human and 
financial resources of government in relation to the 
Governments’ Northern Objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


The basic methodology applied in compiling the 
1976/77 Annual Northern Expenditure Plan remains 
essentially unchanged from that used in last year’s 
survey. Where comparatively minor refinements have 
been introduced, such as the reporting of loan 
expenditures on a gross basis (loans were previously 
reported net of repayments on previous years’ loans), 
the data for years prior to 1976/77 have been adjusted 
accordingly, thus maintaining year to year com- 
parability. Partly due to such adjustments, and partly 
due to the updating of data reported, there are some 
differences in the actual 1973/74 amounts reported 
for certain agencies in this booklet compared to those 
reported in the 1975/76 publication. In the aggregate, 
however, the net effect on the total expenditure 
reported for 1973/74 is negligible. 


Detailed information concerning survey definitions 

and methodology is provided in the section preceding 
the tabular data for each of the categories in Part Il. 
There are, however, a number of important points to 
note concerning the general methodology and approach 
applied in the survey. 


(i) Period Covered: 

Agencies were asked to provide data for a four-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1976/77; forecast 
expenditures (at the time of the survey) for 1975/76 
and actual expenditures for 1974/75 and 1973/74. 
It is important to note that the data for 1976/77 are 
based on expenditure plans contained in the Main 
Estimates for that year; as such, the 1976/77 figures 
represent spending plans which are subject to change 
during that year in response to shifts in priorities. 


(ii) Direct Northern Expenditures: 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies 
were asked to report only direct Northern expen- 
ditures.* Direct expenditures must meet one of the 
following conditions: (a) those which take place 
physically north of 60°; (b) those made to achieve 
departmental or program objectives exclusively for 
the North; or (c) those which contribute to northern 
objectives or involve the North in a national program, 
provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. Data on indirect expen- 
ditures — i.e. those which may contribute to northern 
objectives, but which have a primary thrust directed 
elsewhere and a northern component which cannot be 
firmly and realistically identified — were not requested 
in the survey. 


(iii) Informed Judgements in Subjective Allocations: 
With the exclusion of indirect expenditures from the 
survey, it is believed that a reasonable degree of 
accuracy can be attributed to the data. It should be 
noted, however, that an element of judgement had to 
be applied in making the allocations in certain cate- 
gories, particularly — (1) in the allocation of expen- 
ditures by Northern Objective, and (2) in identifying 
the geographic location of the principal benefit of the 
expenditures. By their nature, these data categories 
are subjective. For this reason, agencies surveyed 
were urged to seek advice from senior level program 
managers to obtain the most informed judgement pos- 
sible in these subjective areas. 


*In these definitions and throughout the text, the term “agency” 
(when not otherwise modified) is taken to include federal 
government departments, agencies and Crown corporations and 
the governments of the two territories. The terms *“North” and 
“Northern” refer to the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


(iv) Exclusions: 

While the Annual Northern Expenditure] Plan repre- 
sents the most comprehensive data available on 
government spending in the North, it will be apparent 
from the aggregate expenditure tables that some 
federal agencies have been excluded from the survey 
even though they may operate northern-related pro- 
grams. Reference has already been made to the exclu- 
sion of agencies whose expenditures relate only 
indirectly to the North. Also excluded, however, are 
certain agencies whose operations are of a quasi- 
commercial nature, such as the Northern Transporta- 
tion Company Limited and the Northern Canada Power 
Commission. Finally, it should be noted that three 
items, because of their special nature, have been 
excluded from the aggregate expenditure data. These 
special exclusions relate to expenditures on: 


(a) forces of the department of National Defence 
assigned for defence of the North but stationed in 
southern Canada (a relatively high expenditure) ; 


(b) Purchase of shares in Panarctic Oils Limited by the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment (a special type of investment expenditure); and, 


(c) activities reported as long-range research (because 
the application of research results is expected to be 
at least two years away). 


While expenditures for these special items are ex- 
cluded from the aggregate data comprising the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan, they are identified, for 
information purposes, as an adjustment to the gross 
expenditure figures presented in Part III of the booklet 
(Detail of Expenditures by Federal and Territorial 
Government Programs and Northern Objectives). 


Treatment of Inter-agency Transfers 


An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are 
provided by one reporting agency to another without 
the recipient agency providing any goods or services 

to be used or consumed by the agency providing the 
funds. The recipient agency is thus free to administer 
the ultimate disposition of funds for their intended 
purpose. The most common forms of such inter-agency 
transfers are grants, contributions or loans from one 
agency to another. 


The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan is designed to 
indicate northern expenditures by the agency which 
has final responsibility for managing them. This 
means that transfers from one agency to another 
appear, in the aggregate expenditure tables, as the 
expenditure of the final agency in the process. 


Largely for this reason, expenditures of the territorial 
governments, as shown in the aggregate tables, do 
not coincide with the Estimates of the Councils of the 
two territories. For the year 1976/77, for example, 
planned expenditures of $65.6 million are reported 


for the Yukon Territory Government, along with 
$216.1 million for the Northwest Territories Govern- 
ment. In fact, the Estimates for 1976/77 total $71.7 
million for the Yukon and $212.2 million for the 
Northwest Territories*. A derivation of the amounts 
reported in the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan 
from the amounts shown in the Territorial Government 
Estimates is presented in Part Ill. 


Special Note on Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 


It will be observed that the expenditure totals by 
Northern Objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit differ somewhat from the totals 
by location of responsibility centre and object of 
expenditure. This will also be observed in the case of 
certain individual agencies. The reason for this is 
explained below. 


A certain amount of double counting is unavoidable 

in compiling the data because of limitations in financial 
accounting systems. This problem occurs where one 
agency purchases goods or services from another 
agency and includes the purchase cost in its reported 
expenditures while, at the same time, the selling 
agency reports the cost of providing the goods or 
services as part of its expenditures. 


Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or 
services in order to carry out its programs and to pro- 
mote certain northern objectives, the cost should 

be included in its expenditures for allocation by north- 
ern objective, economic function and location of 
principal benefit. However, since the selling agency 
actually administers the expenditure in providing the 
goods or services, it is most appropriate that the 

cost be included as part of its reported expenditures 
for allocation by location of responsibility centre 

and object of expenditure. 


In line with this approach, sales to other agencies 
were deducted from the selling agency’s gross expen- 
ditures in compiling the tables showing allocations 
by northern objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit. On the other hand, purchases 
from other agencies were deducted from the pur- 
chaser’s gross expenditures for the tables showing 
allocation by location of responsibility centre and 


* Although the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan does not attempt 
to indicate the extent to which government revenues are generated 
by the activities of reporting agencies, a summary of 1976/77 
estimated expenditures and receipts, as contained in the Estimates 
of each of the territorial governments, is provided in Part III 

of the booklet. In this connection, the total Yukon Government 
Estimates of $71.7 million are financed through Territorial 
receipts of $56.3 million, an operating grant (paid by the Federal 
Government) of $10.9 million and a capital grant of $11.6 
million. Similarly, the total Northwest Territories Government 
Estimates of $212.2 million are financed through Territorial 
receipts of $69.7 million, an operating grant of $109.9 million 

and a capital grant of $41.0 million. (For each territorial 
government, the excess of total receipts over total expenditures 
is added to the working capital balance.) 


object of expenditure. As a result, the expenditure 
indicated for a given agency will differ in the two 
groups of tables described above — the discrepancy 
being the net difference between the purchases and 
sales reported. 


On an aggregate basis, it was found that total reported 
sales exceeded total reported purchases by $3.1 
million in 1976/77 or about one-half of one per cent 
of total planned expeditures for the year. Through 
examination of supplementary information provided 
by agencies in their questionnaires, the discrepancy 
appears to be due to an inability to identify all actual 
or anticipated purchases from other reporting 
agencies. In view of the comparatively small size of 
the discrepancy in relation to total expenditures, 
however, the double counting involved in certain 
tables is not considered to be significant. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan in fostering greater 
cohesion in northern expenditure planning. The main 
focus of the plan, of course, is on those activities 
which contribute to the achievement of the National 
Objectives for Northern Canada. 


The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many 
federal agencies whose activities support established 
northern objectives have responsibilities for meeting 
national or program objectives which are distinct 
from the National Objectives for the North. In such 
cases, flexibility has to be applied in meeting non- 
northern objectives independent of northern concerns. 
It is recognized, however, that where the national 
purpose being served by a given agency or program 
must take precedence over the implications for 
northern objectives, the manner in which expenditures 
are executed may often be modified to enhance 
achievement of northern objectives without sacrifice 
to the other purposes being served.

Overview of Total 
Direct Northern Expenditure: 


Federal departments and agencies and the two terri- 
torial governments plan to spend a combined total 
of $583 million during 1976/77 in relation to their 
northern activities.” This amount represents an 
increase of $70 million or 13.7% over the forecast 
northern expenditure level for the previous year — 
the smallest annual percentage increase during the 
four years covered in the survey. 


Since 1973/74, annual northern expenditures have 
grown from $345 million to the $583 million planned 
for 1976/77 —an increase of $238 million or 69.0%. 
This works out to an average annual growth rate of 
$79 million or 19.2%. 


An examination of the 1976/77 planned expenditure 
by level of government indicates that federal depart- 
ments and agencies have final responsibility for 
$301.7 million or 51.7% of the total. The Northwest 
Territories Government makes up $216.1 million or 
37.0% and the Yukon Territory Government represents 
$65.6 million or 11.3%.

Overview of Total Northern 
Public Service Employment: 


The total number of federal government man-years 


and territorial government positions planned for 


northern activities in 1976/77 is 9,528.* This 


represents an increase of 292 or 3.2% over the level 


forecast for 1975/76, which, as is the case for 


northern spending, is the smallest annual percentage 


increase over the period of the survey. 


Northern public service employment levels have grown 
from 8,382 in the 1973/74 fiscal year to the 9,528 
planned for 1976/77 — an average annual increase of 


382 or 4.4%. 


By level of government, federal employment repre- 


sents 49.9% (4,754 man-years) of the total for 


1976/77. The Northwest Territories Government 
makes up 35.2% (3,353 positions) and the Yukon 
Territory Government has 14.9% (1,421 positions).

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Part ll—-A 
Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table | provides a summary of expenditures by agency 
for each of the four fiscal years reported.* Federal 
agencies are listed in order of descending levels of 
expenditures planned for 1976/77. 


With reference to this and succeeding tables in this 
part of the booklet, attention is again drawn to the fact 
that the expenditure levels indicated for each agency 
will not always be the same as amounts contained 

in the voted estimates of those agencies. As previously 
explained, this is largely due to the methodology 

of adjusting agencies’ reported gross expenditures for 
inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, some 
disbursements made by agencies are funded from 
non-budgetary or special accounts which may not 
specifically be identified as expenditure items in the 
Estimates (e.g. Canada Pension Plan payments). 


The differences between expenditure levels reported 
here and those in Estimates are quite apparent in 
relation to the Territorial Governments; they may be 
less apparent, however, for federal agencies whose 
northern expenditures are not identified separately in 
the Estimates. For this reason, care must be exercised 
in drawing conclusions about the expenditure levels 
of a given agency indicated in the aggregate expen- 
diture tables. 


For example, Table | indicates planned expenditures 
by the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 

in 1976/77 of $8.4 million. In Part Ill of the booklet, 
however, where gross agency expenditures are dis- 
played, it will be seen that the Corporation plans total 
northern expenditures of $23.1 million in 1976/77, 
of which $14.7 million takes the form of transfers 

to other agencies (in this case to the Territorial 
Governments). 


It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research 
Council, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure 
tables at all, even though they reported northern 
expenditures. While their expenditures are included in 
Part Ill of the booklet, they are excluded here because 
they relate to long-range research activities which, 

as noted earlier, are not to be included in the net 
adjusted figures comprising the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan. 


*All agencies reported data ona fiscal year basis, with the 
exception of the Unemployment Insurance Commission and the 
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Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover 
only government expenditures in a given field of 
activity. Many public services, of course, are provided 
primarily through private enterprise on a commercial 
basis. For example, while planned expenditures for 
1976/77 reported by the Department of Communica- 
tions total $1.1 million, this by no means represents 
the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an 
important role in a certain field but where the private 
sector is very much involved in the actual provision 

of services.

Allocations by Northern Objective 


Tables II-VI display expenditures according to the 
seven National Objectives for Northern Canada 
(referred to here simply as ‘Northern Objectives’’) 


as approved by the Federal Government for the 1970's. 


A brief description of these objectives follows: * 


1 Quality of Life — To provide for a higher standard 
of living, quality of life, and equality of opportunity 
for northern residents by methods which are com- 
patible with their own preferences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth — To encourage viable economic 
development within the regions of the northern 
territories so as to realize their potential contribu- 
tion to the national economy and the material well 
being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security — To maintain Canadian 
sovereignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of Environment — To maintain and 
enhance the northern environment with due 
consideration to economic and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government — To further the evolution 
of self-government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development — To realize the 
potential contribution of the northern territories to 
the social and cultural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation — To develop fully the 
leisure and recreational opportunities in the 
northern territories. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of 
expenditure in the tables. The eighth category is 
Administration and Support. Agency expenditures are 
allocated to Administration and Support when they 
contribute to the northern objectives by supporting 
other activities which contribute to these objectives. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the 
Government's policy framework for the North generally, is con- 
tained in the publication ‘‘Canada‘s North 1970-1980” issued by 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 
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They must, of course, also be direct northern expen- 
ditures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, 
maintenance and operation of government buildings 
and equipment, financial and personnel services, and 
policy, planning and co-ordination services. 


Where administration and support types of expendi- 
ture support only one northern activity, they are con- 
sidered to be a part of that activity; in such cases, the 
expenditures have been allocated to the appropriate 
northern objective. Where, however, they support 
more than one operational activity, agencies were 
asked to report the expenditure as part of the Admin- 
istration and Support category. This approach is 
designed to eliminate the pro-rating of general over- 
head and support costs to operational activities on an 
arbitrary basis. 


A word of caution is required in connection with 
expenditure levels identified by each agency under 
Administration and Support. There are many variations 
in the organizational forms and accounting systems 
employed by agencies to manage their programs. 
Because of this, some agencies are able to identify a 
larger part of their administrative expenses with dis- 
crete operational activities than are others. As a result, 
such agencies may show a lower proportion of expen- 
ditures under the Administration and Support category 
than others. In addition, many agencies are unable to 
identify the northern component of their overall 
administrative expenses. In these cases, the adminis- 
tration and support expenditures are considered as 
indirect northern expend’tures and excluded from the 
data entirely. 


For the above reasons, these data do not provide a 
valid basis for making inter-agency comparisons of 
Administration and Support expenditures. In particu- 
lar, such comparisons provide no valid basis on which 
to judge the relative efficiency with which agencies 
manage their operations. 


Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective 
exercise. Within this limitation, however, the alloca- 
tions represent the best judgements of program man- 
agers as to the objectives promoted by the activities 
for which they are responsible.

In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to provide a judgemental! break- 
down of their expenditures according to the geograph- 
ical area which was expected to obtain the principal 
benefit of the expenditures. Four geographical 

areas were identified for this purpose: the Yukon 
Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North 
generally, and Canada as a whole. Tables XVII-XX| 
provide data concerning expenditure allocations on 
this basis. 


A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
“Location of Responsibility Centre’’ (Tables XII-XV1) 
and those by ‘’Location of Principal Benefit’’ dealt with 
here. For example, an expenditure may be made 
through a responsibility centre in Southern Canada 
and yet benefit one or both of the northern regions. 
On the other hand, an expenditure administered from 
the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the territories 
may also benefit the North generally or Canada asa 
whole. An effort has been made, however, to relate 
expenditures to that region which is expected to 
receive the principal benefit.

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Part Il—G 
Public Service Employment 


The tables in this section deal with the levels of direct 
public service employment by reporting agencies in 
relation to their northern activities. 


Public service employment includes all regular, sea- 
sonal, casual and part-time employees, but not persons 
engaged under professional and special service con- 
tracts; nor does it include employment generated by 
programs specifically designed to create jobs, unless 
the employment is with a reporting agency and covered 
in that agency’s salaries and wages budget. 


Table XXVII presents a summary of employment levels 
by agency for each of the four fiscal years reported* 
and tables XXVIII-XXXI display the agency employ- 
ment levels by geographical location. The geographical 
locations designated for this purpose are the Yukon 
Territory, the Northwest Territories and southern 
Canada. 


In each case, the levels of direct employment are 
expressed in “‘man-years”’ for federal agencies and as 
“positions” for the territorial governments (reflecting 
different methods of expressing planned employment 
levels for the public service). 


*In the 1975-76 publication, the planned levels of employment, 
based on the Estimates, were reported for each fiscal year. 

In this publication, the figures for 1976/77 represent planned 
levels; however, those for 1975/76 represent revised forecast 


levels and those for 1974/75 and 1973/74 represent actual levels.

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Part III 


Detail of Expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial Government Programs 
and Northern Objectives 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to identify the name of the 
program, as shown in their Estimates, under which 
their northern activities are carried out. This is in 
keeping with the idea that the northern expenditure 
data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 


In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and public service employment are 
presented in a modified Main Estimates format to 
show how the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan 
relates to agency programs and objectives as 
described in Estimates. 


The presentation shows, for each agency program, 
the derivation of the Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan as defined for purposes of the survey. This is 
done by adjusting the gross expenditures reported by 
agencies for such items as inter-agency sales, inter- 
agency transfers and other special items described 
earlier. The unadjusted or gross level of expenditure 
for each program is identified as the ‘“Main Estimates’ 
level*, while the amount indicated after adjustments 
is shown as the ‘Annual Northern Expenditure Plan”’. 
The latter amount is then broken down according to 
the Northern Objectives served by the expenditure. 


Following identification of each agency's program, 
there is a description of the program objective. These 
descriptions are substantially the same as contained 
in the 1976-77 Estimates for each agency, although 
minor editorial changes were made in some Cases for 
the sake of brevity or to provide further information. 


In summary, the material in this part includes the 
following information: 


(a) a summary of northern expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial governments; * * 


(b) asummary of each agency's expenditures by 
program; 


(c) a description of each agency’s own objectives as 
described in 1976-77 Estimates; 


*Note that the ‘‘Main Estimates” level is taken to include expen- 
ditures authorized by Acts of Parliament (including Appropriation 
Acts), as well as those included in the Main Estimates per se. 
Some of these expenditures, such as those relating to unemploy- 
ment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, are made from 
special funds or accounts established for a specific purpose in 
accordance with legislation. 


**In the case of territorial governments, an introductory table 
is also included showing Estimated Expenditures and Receipts 
for 1976/77 as contained in the Estimates for each Territorial 
Government. 
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(d) expenditure levels for each agency’s program, 
before and after adjustments, in relation to the 
northern activities associated with the program; 


(e) an allocation of adjusted program expenditures by 
Northern Objective;

1am pleased to introduce the Annua/ Northern 
Expenditure Plan for 1977/78. This publication is 
produced in consultation with the Advisory Committee 
on Northern Development and provides comprehensive 
data on federal and territorial government expendi- 
tures and employment directly related to the Canadian 
north.

The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
which provides a comprehensive view of the nature 
and purpose of federal and territorial government 
resources allocated for the North, is one means 
whereby | seek to discharge this responsibility. 


The booklet is divided into three principal sections. 
Part | provides an explanation of what is meant by an 
“annual northern expenditure plan” and how it is 
derived from the Main Estimates and total expenditure 
plans of the federal and territorial governments. Part II 
contains aggregate expenditure and employment 
information by agency and various categories of data; 
for example, one category provides an allocation of 
expenditures by northern objective for each fiscal year 
from 1974/75 to 1977/78. Finally, Part Ill presents 
the data for each departmental program, including 

a description of the departmental program objectives 
and an allocation of the expenditure to the northern 
objectives.

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Part | 


The Concept of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Federal departments and agencies and the govern- 
ments of the Yukon and Northwest Territories are 
surveyed each year to obtain information regarding 
their recent and proposed annual expenditures on 
programs and activities in relation to the two territo- 
ries. In the aggregate, the expenditure data thus 
collected constitute the northern expenditure plans of 
the Federal and Territorial governments. The results 
of the 1977/78 survey are summarized in this booklet 
as the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan for 1977/78. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure 
Planning 


In 1971 the Government of Canada approved a north- 
ern development policy which established seven 
National Objectives for Northern Canada. The Objec- 
tives, which are described elsewhere in this publica- 
tion, were designed as a policy framework for the 
formulation, co-ordination and implementation of all 
Federal and Territorial government programs con- 
cerned with Northern Canada during this decade. 


The National Objectives for Northern Canada provide 
a common basis for Federal and Territorial govern- 
ments to plan and implement their northern programs. 
At the same time, they present a special challenge in 
joint planning and co-ordination between the three 
governments involved, given the multiplicity of depart- 
ments and agencies through which each government 
discharges its responsibilities north of 60°. 


The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies 
and programs relative to the North. The preparation 

of an Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, through 
consultation with the Advisory Committee on Northern 
Development, is designed to facilitate a co-ordinated 
and balanced approach to allocation of the human and 
financial resources of government in relation to the 
Governments’ Northern Objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


The basic methodology applied in compiling the 
1977/78 Annual Northern Expenditure Plan remains 
essentially unchanged from that used in last year’s 
survey. Where refinements have been introduced, such 
as the reporting of territorial government employment 
on a man-year basis (previously reported in ‘‘posi- 
tions’), the data for years prior to 1977/78 have been 
adjusted accordingly, thus maintaining year to year 
comparability. Partly due to such adjustments, and 
partly due to the updating of data reported, there are 
some differences in the actual amounts reported for 
certain agencies in this booklet compared to those 
reported in the 1976/77 publication. 


Detailed information concerning survey definitions 

and methodology is provided in the section preceding 
the tabular data for each of the categories in Part Il. 
There are, however, a number of important points to 
note concerning the general methodology and approach 
applied in the survey. 


(i) Period Covered: 

Agencies were asked to provide data for a four-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1977/78, forecast 
expenditures (at the time of the survey) for 1976/77 
and actual expenditures for 1975/76 and 1974/75. 
It is important to note that the data for 1977/78 are 
based on expenditure plans contained in the Main 
Estimates for that year; as such, the 1977/78 figures 
represent spending plans which are subject to change 
during that year in response to shifts in priorities. 


(ii) Direct Northern Expenditures: 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies 
were asked to report only direct Northern expen- 
ditures.* Direct expenditures must meet one of the 
following conditions: (a) those which take place 
physically north of 60°; (b) those made to achieve 
departmental or program objectives exclusively for 
the North: or (c) those which contribute to northern 
objectives or involve the North in a national program, 
provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. Data on indirect expen- 
ditures — i.e. those which may contribute to northern 
objectives, but which have a primary thrust directed 
elsewhere and a northern component which cannot be 
firmly and realistically identified — were not requested 
in the survey. 


(iii) Informed Judgements in Subjective Allocations: 
With the exclusion of indirect expenditures from the 
survey, it is believed that a reasonable degree of 
accuracy can be attributed to the data. It should be 
noted, however, that an element of judgement had to 
be applied in making the allocations in certain cate- 
gories, particularly — (1) in the allocation of expen- 
ditures by Northern Objective, and (2) in identifying 
the geographic location of the principal benefit of the 
expenditures. By their nature, these data categories 
are subjective. For this reason, agencies surveyed 
were urged to seek advice from senior level program 
managers to obtain the most informed judgement pos- 
sible in these subjective areas. 


*In these definitions and throughout the text, the term “‘agency”™ 
(when not otherwise modified) is taken to include federal 
government departments, agencies and Crown corporations and 
the governments of the two territories. The terms “North” and 
“Northern” refer to the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


(iv) Exclusions: 

While the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan repre- 
sents the most comprehensive data available on 
government spending in the North, it will be apparent 
from the aggregate expenditure tables that some 
federal agencies have been excluded from the survey 
even though they may operate northern-related pro- 
grams. Reference has already been made to the exclu- 
sion of agencies whose expenditures relate only 
indirectly to the North. Also excluded, however, are 
certain agencies whose operations are of a quasi- 
commercial nature, such as the Northern Transporta- 
tion Company Limited and the Northern Canada Power 
Commission. Finally, it should be noted that three 
items, because of their special nature, have been 
excluded from the aggregate expenditure data. These 
special exclusions relate to expenditures on: 


(a) forces of the department of National Defence 
assigned for defence of the North but stationed in 
southern Canada (a relatively high expenditure); 


(b) Purchase of shares in Panarctic Oils Limited by the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment* (a special type of investment expenditure); and, 


(c) activities reported as long-range research (because 
the application of research results is expected to be 
at least two years away). 


While expenditures for these special items are ex- 
cluded from the aggregate data comprising the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan, they are identified, for 
information purposes, as an adjustment to the gross 
expenditure figures presented in Part III of the booklet 
(Detail of Expenditures by Federal and Territorial 
Government Programs and Northern Objectives). 


Treatment of Inter-agency Transfers 


An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are 
provided by one reporting agency to another without 
the recipient agency providing any goods or services 

to be used or consumed by the agency providing the 
funds. The recipient agency is thus free to administer 
the ultimate disposition of funds for their intended 
purpose. The most common forms of such inter-agency 
transfers are grants, contributions or loans from one 
agency to another. 


The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan is designed to 
indicate northern expenditures by the agency which 
has final responsibility for managing them. This 


* During 1976, the government's investment in Panarctic Oils 
Limited was acquired by Petro-Canada as provided for under 
section 25 of the Petro-Canada Act. As a result, expenditures by 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development in 
purchasing shares of Panarctic Oils Limited terminate with the 
data reported for 1976/77. However, since this expenditure 

is treated as a special item and, consequently, is excluded from 
the aggregate expenditure data, the transfer of the investment 
to Petro-Canada has no impact on the data reflected in the 
aggregate expenditure tables. 


means that transfers from one agency to another 
appear, in the aggregate expenditure tables, as the 
expenditure of the final agency in the process. 


Largely for this reason, expenditures of the territorial 
governments, as shown in the aggregate tables, do 
not coincide with the Estimates of the Councils of the 
two territories. For the year 1977/78, for example, 
planned expenditures of $79.2 million are reported 
for the Yukon Territory Government, along with 
$242.7 million for the Northwest Territories Govern- 
ment. In fact, the Estimates for 1977/78 total $87.3 
million for the Yukon and $243.2 million for the 
Northwest Territories.* * A derivation of the amounts 
reported in the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan 
from the amounts shown in the Territorial Government 
Estimates is presented in Part Ill. 


Special Note on Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 


It will be observed that the expenditure totals by 
Northern Objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit differ somewhat from the totals 
by location of responsibility centre and object of 
expenditure. This will also be observed in the case of 
certain individual agencies. The reason for this is 
explained below. 


A certain amount of double counting is unavoidable 

in compiling the data because of limitations in financial 
accounting systems. This problem occurs where one 
agency purchases goods or services from another 
agency and includes the purchase cost in its reported 
expenditures while, at the same time, the selling 
agency reports the cost of providing the goods or 
services as part of its expenditures. 


Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or 
services in order to carry out its programs and to pro- 
mote certain northern objectives, the cost should 

be included in its expenditures for allocation by north- 
ern objective, economic function and location of 
principal benefit. However, since the selling agency 
actually administers the expenditure in providing the 
goods or services, it is most appropriate that the 

cost be included as part of its reported expenditures 
for allocation by location of responsibility centre 

and object of expenditure. 


** Although the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan does not 
attempt to indicate the extent to which government revenues are 
generated by the activities of reporting agencies, a summary of 
1977/78 estimated expenditures and receipts, as contained in the 
Estimates of each of the territorial governments, is provided in 
Part III of the booklet. In this connection, the total Yukon Govern- 
ment Estimates of $87.3 million are financed through Territorial 
receipts of $61.6 million, an operating grant (paid by the Federal 
Government) of $15.9 million and a capital grant of $11.6 million. 
Similarly, the total Northwest Territories Government Estimates of 
$243.2 million are financed through Territorial receipts of $86.2 
million, an operating grant of $106.8 million and a capital grant 
of $49.1 million. (For each territorial government, the difference 
between total receipts and total expenditures represents a change 
in the working capital balance). 


In line with this approach, sales to other agencies 
were deducted from the selling agency’s gross expen- 
ditures in compiling the tables showing allocations 
by northern objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit. On the other hand, purchases 
from other agencies were deducted from the pur- 
chaser’s gross expenditures for the tables showing 
allocation by location of responsibility centre and 
object of expenditure. As a result, the expenditure 
indicated for a given agency will differ in the two 
groups of tables described above — the discrepancy 
being the net difference between the purchases and 
sales reported. 


On an aggregate basis, it was found that total reported 
sales exceeded total reported purchases by $3.4 
million in 1977/78 or about one-half of one per cent 
of total planned expenditures for the year. Through 
examination of supplementary information provided 
by agencies in their questionnaires, the discrepancy 
appears to be due to an inability to identify all actual 
or anticipated purchases from other reporting 
agencies. In view of the comparatively small size of 
the discrepancy in relation to total expenditures, 
however, the double counting involved in certain 
tables is not considered to be significant. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan in fostering greater 
cohesion in northern expenditure planning. The main 
focus of the plan, of course, is on those activities 
which contribute to the achievement of the National 
Objectives for Northern Canada. 


The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many 
federal agencies whose activities support established 
northern objectives have responsibilities for meeting 
national or program objectives which are distinct 
from the National Objectives for the North. In such 
cases, flexibility has to be applied in meeting non- 
northern objectives independent of northern concerns. 
It is recognized, however, that where the national 
purpose being served by a given agency or program 
must take precedence over the implications for 
northern objectives, the manner in which expenditures 
are executed may often be modified to enhance 
achievement of northern objectives without sacrifice 
to the other purposes being served.

Table | provides a summary of expenditures by agency 
for each of the fiscal years 1974/75 to 1977/78." 
Federal agencies are listed in order of descending 
levels of expenditures planned for 1977/78. 


With reference to this and succeeding tables in this 
part of the booklet, attention is again drawn to the fact 
that the expenditure levels indicated for each agency 
will not always be the same as amounts contained 

in the voted estimates of those agencies. As previously 
explained, this is largely due to the methodology 

of adjusting agencies’ reported gross expenditures for 
inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, some 
disbursements made by agencies are funded from 
non-budgetary or special accounts which may not 
specifically be identified as expenditure items in the 
Estimates (e.g. Canada Pension Plan payments). 


The differences between expenditure levels reported 
here and those in Estimates are quite apparent in 
relation to the Territorial Governments; they may be 
less apparent, however, for federal agencies whose 
northern expenditures are not identified separately in 
the Estimates. For this reason, care must be exercised 
in drawing conclusions about the expenditure levels 
of a given agency indicated in the aggregate expen- 
diture tables. 


For example, Table | indicates planned expenditures 
by the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 

in 1977/78 of $14.3 million. In Part Ill of the booklet, 
however, where gross agency expenditures are dis- 
played, it will be seen that the Corporation plans total 
northern expenditures of $23.8 million in 1977/78, 
of which $9.5 million takes the form of transfers to 
other agencies (in this case to the Territorial Gov- 
ernments). 


It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research 
Council, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure 
tables at all, even though they reported northern 
expenditures. While their expenditures are included in 
Part Ill of the booklet, they are excluded here because 
they relate to long-range research activities which, 

as noted earlier, are not to be included in the net 
adjusted figures comprising the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan.

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Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover 
only government expenditures in a given field of 
activity. Many public services, of course, are provided 
primarily through private enterprise on a commercial 
basis. For example, while planned expenditures for 
1977/78 reported by the Department of Communica- 
tions total $2.8 million, this by no means represents 
the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an 
important role in a certain field but where the private 
sector is very much involved in the actual provision 
of services.

Part II-B 
Allocations by Northern Objective 


Tables II-VI display expenditures according to the 
seven National Objectives for Northern Canada 
(referred to here simply as ‘‘Northern Objectives’) 


as approved by the Federal Government for the 1970's. 


A brief description of these objectives follows: * 


1 Quality of Life —To provide for a higher standard 
of living, quality of life, and equality of opportunity 
for northern residents by methods which are com- 
patible with their own preferences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth — To encourage viable economic 
development within the regions of the northern 
territories so as to realize their potential contribu- 
tion to the national economy and the material well 
being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security — To maintain Canadian 
sovereignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of Environment — To maintain and 
enhance the northern environment with due 
consideration to economic and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government — To further the evolution 
of self-government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development — To realize the 
potential contribution of the northern territories to 
the social and cultural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation — To develop fully the 
leisure and recreational opportunities in the 
northern territories. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of 
expenditure in the tables. The eighth category is 
Administration and Support. Agency expenditures are 
allocated to Administration and Support when they 
contribute to the northern objectives by supporting 
other activities which contribute to these objectives. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the 
Government's policy framework for the North generally, is con- 
tained in the publication ‘Canada’s North 1970-1980” issued by 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development.

They must, of course, also be direct northern expen- 
ditures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, 
maintenance and operation of government buildings 
and equipment, financial and personnel services, and 
policy, planning and co-ordination services. 


Where administration and support types of expendi- 
ture support only one northern activity, they are con- 
sidered to be a part of that activity; in such cases, the 
expenditures have been allocated to the appropriate 
northern objective. Where, however, they support 
more than one operational activity, agencies were 
asked to report the expenditure as part of the Admin- 
istration and Support category. This approach is 
designed to eliminate the pro-rating of general over- 
head and support costs to operational activities on an 
arbitrary basis. 


A word of caution is required in connection with 
expenditure levels identified by each agency under 
Administration and Support. There are many variations 
in the organizational forms and accounting systems 
employed by agencies to manage their programs. 
Because of this, some agencies are able to identify a 
larger part of their administrative expenses with dis- 
crete operational activities than are others. As a result, 
such agencies may show a lower proportion of expen- 
ditures under the Administration and Support category 
than others. In addition, many agencies are unable to 
identify the northern component of their overall 
administrative expenses. In these cases, the adminis- 
tration and support expenditures are considered as 
indirect northern expenditures and excluded from the 
data entirely. 


For the above reasons, these data do not provide a 
valid basis for making inter-agency comparisons of 
Administration and Support expenditures. In particu- 
lar, such comparisons provide no valid basis on which 
to judge the relative efficiency with which agencies 
manage their operations. 


Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective 
exercise. Within this limitation, however, the alloca- 
tions represent the best judgements of program man- 
agers as to the objectives promoted by the activities 
for which they are responsible.

Expenditures by Location of 
Responsibility Centre 


Tables XII-XVI provide a breakdown of expenditures 
by location of responsibility centre. The term “‘location 
of responsibility centre’ refers to the geographical 
region in which the responsibility centre administering 
the expenditure is located — namely, the Yukon Ter- 
ritory, the Northwest Territories or Southern Canada. 
Note, therefore, that this category of data is not 
intended to indicate the geographical location of reci- 
pients of expenditures. Note also the distinction 
between this data category and that presented in the 
next section (Part Il-E — Location of Principal Benefit). 


To illustrate, reference may be made to the treatment 
of expenditures reported by the Department of 
Fisheries and Environment. The greater portion of 
these expenditures relates to northern operations 

of the Department’s national weather and ice fore- 
casting systems. In operational terms, weather and 
ice information is gathered in the North and, hence, 
related costs constitute direct northern spending. 

In administrative terms, however, the related expendi- 
tures are managed from six regional centres located 
south of 60°. Thus even though the operational activity 
takes place in the North, the location of Responsibility 
Centre for this activity would be identified as ‘’South- 
ern Canada”. Finally, since the information gathered 
contributes to weather forecasting on a national basis, 
the Location of Principal Benefit for a large part of 

the Department’s reported expenditure is designated 
as ‘‘Canada”’.

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Part Il—E 
Location of Principal Benefit 
of Expenditures 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to provide a judgemental break- 
down of their expenditures according to the geograph- 
ical area which was expected to obtain the principal 
benefit of the expenditures. Four geographical 

areas were identified for this purpose: the Yukon 
Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North 
generally, and Canada as a whole. Tables XVII-XX] 
provide data concerning expenditure allocations on 
this basis. 


A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
“Location of Responsibility Centre’ (Tables XII-XVI) 
and those by ‘‘Location of Principal Benefit’’ dealt with 
here. For example, an expenditure may be made 
through a responsibility centre in Southern Canada 
and yet benefit one or both of the northern regions. 
On the other hand, an expenditure administered from 
the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the territories 
may also benefit the North generally or Canada as a 
whole. An effort has been made, however, to relate 
expenditures to that region which is expected to 
receive the principal benefit.

ties, equipment and works. 


4 Grants and Contributions — Includes payments to 
individuals or organizations, other than for goods 
or services, for the purpose of furthering program 
objectives. 


5 Loans —Includes the gross amount of loans made 


to individuals or organizations during the fiscal 
year. 


Note that the amounts shown in the object of expen- 
diture tables under Grants and Contributions and 
Loans are exclusive of amounts transferred by one 
reporting agency to another.

Direct Employment 


The tables in this section deal with the levels of direct 
employment by reporting agencies in relation to 
their northern activities. 


Direct employment includes all regular, seasonal, 
casual and part-time employees, but not persons 
engaged under professional and special service con- 
tracts: nor does it include employment generated by 
programs specifically designed to create jobs, unless 
the employment is with a reporting agency and covered 
in that agency's salaries and wages budget. 


Table XXVII presents a summary of employment levels 
by agency for each of the fiscal years 1974-75 to 
1977-78 and tables XXVIII-XXXI display the agency 
employment levels by geographical location. The 
geographical locations designated for this purpose are 
the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories and 
Southern Canada. 


In each case, the levels of direct employment are 
expressed in ‘‘man-years’’ where one man-year re- 
presents the employment of one person for one full 
year (or the equivalent of this situation) .* 


*In previous publications, territorial government employment 
levels were expressed in ‘‘positions’’. Commencing with the 
1977/78 survey, these levels were reported in man-years and all 
years of data have been adjusted accordingly.

Detail of Expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial Government Programs 
and Northern Objectives 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
agencies were asked to identify the name of the 
program, as shown in their Estimates, under which 
their northern activities are carried out. This is in 
keeping with the idea that the northern expenditure 
data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 


In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and direct employment are presented 

in a modified Main Estimates format to show how the 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan relates to agency 
programs and objectives as described in Estimates. 


The presentation shows, for each agency program, 
the derivation of the Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan as defined for purposes of the survey. This is 
done by adjusting the gross expenditures reported by 
agencies for such items as inter-agency sales, inter- 
agency transfers and other special items described 
earlier. The unadjusted or gross level of expenditure 
for each program is identified as the ‘Main Estimates” 
level*, while the amount indicated after adjustments 
is shown as the ‘‘Annual Northern Expenditure Plan’. 
The latter amount is then broken down according to 
the Northern Objectives served by the expenditure. 


Following identification of each agency's program, 
there is a description of the program objective. These 
descriptions are substantially the same as contained 
in the 1977-78 Estimates for each agency, although 
minor editorial changes were made in some cases for 
the sake of brevity or to provide further information. 


In summary, the material in this part includes the 
following information: 


(a) a summary of northern expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial governments; * * 


(b) asummary of each agency’s expenditures by 
program; 


(c) a description of each agency's own objectives as 
described in 1977-78 Estimates; 


*Note that the ‘‘Main Estimates”’ level is taken to include expen- 
ditures authorized by Acts of Parliament (including Appropriation 
Acts), as well as those included in the Main Estimates per se. 
Some of these expenditures, such as those relating to unemploy- 
ment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, are made from 
special funds or accounts established for a specific purpose in 
accordance with legislation. 


**In the case of territorial governments, an introductory table is 
also included showing Estimated Expenditures and Receipts 
for 1977/78 as contained in the Estimates for each Territorial 
Government. 
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(d) expenditure levels for each agency’s program, 
before and after adjustments, in relation to the 
northern activities associated with the program; 


(e) anallocation of adjusted program expenditures by 
Northern Objective; 


(f) asummary of the direct employment (man- 
power) related to the northern activities of each 
agency.

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itroduction 


To many Canadians, our North is a vast, empty wasteland — 
40 per cent of our country but with a mere 65,000 people 
living principally in two cities and some smaller communities 
scattered across the land. 

To others the North is far from empty — to native people 
the land is filled with resources they need and depend on; 
moose, caribou, polar bears, whales, waterfowl, fish, fur- 
bearing animals that bring the money people need to buy 
other things. 

To the mining industry the North is filled with the metals 
needed for manufacture nationally and internationally; 
to the oil and gas industry the North has vast potential to 
meet future energy needs. 

To all Canadians, while they might not think often of it, 
the North is significant to Canadian sovereignty and 
important to the military defence of southern Canada and 
our continent. 

All this means that money must be spent in the North 
to protect the environment, to foster economic and social 
development, ensure sovereignty, provide services and 
utilize resources in the interests of all Canadians — and that 
government must, for the present, continue to be the largest 
employer in all the North. 

This publication outlines how the federal and two terri- 
torial governments plan to spend a combined total of 
$714 million during 1978/79. While on the one hand this is 
an increase of only 6.6 per cent over the forecast for the 
previous year, it is significant to note that this is almost 
double what all governments spent in the North four years 
ago, when this plan was first produced. 

The estimated government employment level of 9,547 
man years represents an increase of only 1.9 per cent — 
both expenditure and employment figures reflect the time of 
restraint now facing all Canadians. 

This plan is produced to improve understanding of the 
financial and manpower resources allocated for all govern- 
ment activities North of 60°. It is also now, in its fourth year 
of production, showing trends of value in future planning 
for northern protection and development. 

As minister responsible for co-ordinating activities in 
Canada’s North | am pleased to present this report — and 
| should like to direct readers to another annual publication, 
Government Activities in the North, also available from my 
department. This provides a review of program plans and 
responsibilities for development in the territories. 

| wish to thank all departments and agencies who contrib- 
uted to the preparation of the Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan and hope this will prove of value to those interested 
in and concerned with the North.

Foreword 


The Department of Indian and Northern Affairs has the 
responsibility for planning and co-ordinating all policies and 
programs North of 60°. The Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan, which provides a comprehensive picture of the financial 
and human resources supporting northern related activities 
of the federal and territorial governments, is one tool by 
which the department’s responsibility to the North is fulfilled. 

This plan is divided into three principal sections. Part | 
provides an explanation of what is meant by an “annual 
northern expenditure plan” and how it is derived from the 
Main Estimates and total expenditure plans of the federal and 
territorial governments. Part Il contains aggregate expen- 
diture and employment information by agency and various 
categories of data; for example, one category provides an 
allocation of expenditures by northern objective for each 
fiscal year from 1975/76 to 1978/79. Finally, Part Ill presents 
the data for each departmental program, including a descrip- 
tion of the departmental program objectives and an alloca- 
tion of the expenditure to the northern objectives. 


art | The Concept of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Federal departments and agencies and the governments of 
the Yukon and Northwest Territories are surveyed each year 
to obtain information regarding their recent and proposed 
annual expenditures on programs and activities in relation to 
the two territories. In the aggregate, the expenditure data 
thus collected constitute the northern expenditure plans of 
the Federal and Territorial governments. The results of the 
1978-79 survey are summarized in this booklet as the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan for 1978-79. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure Planning 


In 1971 the Government of Canada approved a northern 
development policy which established seven National 
Objectives for Northern Canada. The Objectives, which are 
described elsewhere in this publication, were designed as 

a policy framework for the formulation, co-ordination and 
implementation of all Federal and Territorial government 
programs concerned with Northern Canada during this 
decade. 

The National Objectives for Northern Canada provide a 
common basis for Federal and Territorial governments to 
plan and implement their northern programs. At the same 
time, they present a special challenge in joint planning 
and co-ordination between the three governments involved, 
given the multiplicity of departments and agencies through 
which each government discharges its responsibilities 
North of 60°. 

The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies and 
programs relative to the North. The preparation of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan, through consultation with the 
Advisory Committee on Northern Development, is designed to 
facilitate a co-ordinated and balanced approach to alloca- 
tion of the human and financial resources of government in 
relation to the Government’s Northern Objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


The basic methodology applied in compiling the 1978-79 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan remains essentially 
unchanged from that used in last year’s survey. In this regard, 
detailed information concerning survey definitions and 
methodology is provided in the section preceding the tabular 
data for each of the categories in Part II. There are, however, 
a number of important points to note concerning the general 
methodology and approach applied in the survey. 


(i) Period Covered: 

Agencies were asked to provide data for a four-year period: 
planned expenditures for 1978-79, forecast expenditures 

(at the time of the survey) for 1977-78 and actual expenditures 
for 1976-77 and 1975-76. It is important to note that the data 
for 1978-79 are based on expenditure plans contained in the 
Main Estimates for that year; as such, the 1978-79 figures 
represent spending plans which are subject to change during 
that year in response to shifts in priorities. 


(ii) Direct Northern Expenditudes: 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies were 
asked to report only direct Northern expenditures.* Direct 
expenditures must meet one of the following conditions: 

(a) those which take place physically north of 60°; 

(b) those made to achieve departmental or program objec- 
tives exclusively for the North; or (c) those which contribute 
to northern objectives or involve the North in a national 
program, provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. Data on indirect expenditures 
—i.e. those which may contribute to northern objectives, but 
which have a primary thrust directed elsewhere and a 
northern component which cannot be firmly and realistically 
identified — were not requested in the survey. 


(iii) Informed Judgements in Subjective Allocations: 

With the exclusion of indirect expenditures from the survey, 
it is believed that a reasonable degree of accuracy can 

be attributed to the data. It should be noted, however, that an 
element of judgement had to be applied in making the 
allocations in certain categories, particularly — (1) in the 
allocation of expenditures by Northern Objective, and 

(2) in identifying the geographic location of the principal 
benefit of the expenditures. By their nature, these data 
categories are subjective. For this reason, agencies surveyed 
were urged to seek advice from senior level program 
managers to obtain the most informed judgement possible 
in these subjective areas. 


(iv) Exclusions: 

While the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan represents the 
most comprehensive data available on government spending 
in the North, it will be apparent from the aggregate 
expenditure tables that some federal agencies have been 
excluded from the survey even though they may operate 
northern-related programs. Reference has already been mad 
to the exclusion of agencies whose expenditures relate 

only indirectly to the North. Also excluded, however, are 
certain agencies whose operations are of a quasi-commercia 
nature, such as the Northern Transportation Company 
Limited (NTCL) and the Northern Canada Power Commission 
(NCPC). In these instances, payments made by the Govern- 
ment of Canada to NTCL and NCPC are included in the 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan as special items, as noted 
below. Information on the expenditures and operations of 
these agencies, per se, is available in their annual reports. 


(v) Special Items: 

Certain items, because of their special nature, have been 
excluded from the aggregate expenditure data comprising th 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan. They are identified 

for information purposes, however, as an adjustment to the 
gross expenditure figures presented in Part III (Detail of 
Expenditures by Federal and Territorial Government Pro- 
grams and Northern Objectives). These special exclusions 
relate to: 


(a) forces of the department of National Defence assigned fo 
defence of the North but stationed in southern Canada 
(a relatively high expenditure);

ecial Note on Inter-agency Sales and Purchases

A certain amount of double counting is unavoidable in 
mpiling the data because of limitations in financial 
counting systems. This problem occurs where one agency 
rchases goods or services from another agency and 
sludes the purchase cost in its reported expenditures while, 
the same time, the selling agency reports the cost of 
oviding the goods or services as part of its expenditures. 


uring 1976, the government’s investment in Panarctic Oils Limited was 
juired by Petro-Canada as provided for under section 25 of the Petro- 
nada Act.

Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or 
services in order to carry out its programs and to promote 
certain northern objectives, the cost should be included 
in its expenditures for allocation by northern objective, 
economic function and location of principal benefit. However, 
since the selling agency actually administers the expendi- 
ture in providing the goods or services, it is most appropriate 
that the cost be included as part of its reported expenditures 
for allocation by location of responsibility centre and object of 
expenditure. 

In line with this approach, sales to other agencies were 
deducted from the selling agency’s gross expenditures 
in compiling the tables showing allocations by northern 
objective, economic function and location of principal benefit. 
On the other hand, purchases from other agencies were 
deducted from the purchaser’s gross expenditures for the 
tables showing allocation by location of responsibility 
centre and object of expenditure. As a result, the expenditure 
indicated for a given agency will differ in the two groups 
of tables described above — the discrepancy being the net 
difference between the purchases and sales reported. 

On an aggregate basis, it was found that total reported 
sales exceeded total reported purchases by $4.3 million 
in 1978-79 or about one-half of one per cent of total planned 
expenditures for the year. Through examination of sup- 
plementary information provided by agencies in their 
questionnaires, the discrepancy appears to be due to an 
inability to identify all actual or anticipated purchases 
from other reporting agencies. In view of the comparatively 
small size of the discrepancy in relation to total expendi- 
tures, however, the double counting involved in certain tables 
is not considered to be significant. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan in fostering greater cohesion in northern 
expenditure planning. The main focus of the plan, of course, 
is on those activities which contribute to the achievement 
of the National Objectives for Northern Canada. 

The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many 
federal agencies whose activities support established 
northern objectives have responsibilities for meeting national 
or program objectives which are distinct from the National 
Objectives for the North. In such cases, flexibility has to be 
applied in meeting non-northern objectives independent 
of northern concerns. It is recognized, however, that where 
the national purpose being served by a given agency or 
program must take precedence over the implications for 
northern objectives, the manner in which expenditures 
are executed may often be modified to enhdnce achievement 
of northern objectives without sacrifice to the other 
purposes being served. 


** Although the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan does not attempt to 
indicate the extent to which government revenues are generated by the 
activities of reporting agencies, a summary of 1978/79 estimated expendi- 
tures and receipts, as contained in the Estimates of each of the territorial 
governments, is provided in Part III of the booklet. In this connection, the 
total Yukon Government Estimates of $108.4 million are financed through 
Territorial receipts of $73.1 million, an operating grant (paid by the Federal 
Government) of $17.4 million and a capital grant of $14.4 million. Similarly, 
the total Northwest Territories Government Estimates of $268.7 million 

are financed through Territorial receipts of $87.3 million, an operating grant 
of $128.3 million and a capital grant of $54.2 million. (For each territorial 
government, the difference between total receipts and total expenditures 
represents a change in the working capital balance).

Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table | provides asummary of expenditures by agency for 
each of the fiscal years 1975/76 to 1978/79.* Federal agencies 
are listed in order of descending levels of expenditures 
planned for 1978/79. 

With reference to this and succeeding tables in this part 
of the booklet, attention is again drawn to the fact that the 
expenditure levels indicated for each agency will not always 
be the same as amounts contained in the voted estimates 
of those agencies. As previously explained, this is largely due 
to the methodology of adjusting agencies’ reported gross 
expenditures for inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, 
some disbursements made by agencies are funded from 
non-budgetary or special accounts which may not specifi- 
cally be identified as expenditure items in the Estimates (e.g. 
Canada Pension Plan payments). 

The differences between expenditure levels reported 
here and those in Estimates are quite apparent in relation to 
the Territorial Governments; they may be less apparent, 
however, for federal agencies whose northern expenditures 
are not identified separately in the Estimates. For this reason, 
care must be exercised in drawing conclusions about the 
expenditure levels of a given agency indicated in the aggre- 
gate expenditure tables. 

For example, Table | indicates planned expenditures by 
the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation in 1978/79 of 
$6.4 million. In Part III of the booklet, however, where gross 
agency expenditures are displayed, it will be seen that the 
Corporation plans total northern expenditures of $19.3 million 
in 1978/79, of which $12.9 million takes the form of transfers 
to other agencies (in this case to the Territorial Governments). 

It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research Coun- 
cil, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure tables at all, 
even though they reported northern expenditures. While their 
expenditures are included in Part Ill of the booklet, they are 
excluded here because they relate to long-range research 
activities which, as noted earlier, are not to be included in the 
net adjusted figures comprising the Annual Northern expen- 
diture Plan. 

Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover only 
government expenditures in a given field of activity. Many 
public services, of course, are provided primarily through 
private enterprise on a commercial basis. For example, while 
planned expenditures for 1978/79 reported by the Department 
of Communications total $2.0 million, this by no means 
represents the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an important 
role in a certain field but where the private sector is very much 
involved in the actual provision of services. 


*All data were reported on a fiscal year basis with the exception of the

Part ll-B 
Allocations by Northern Objective 


Tables II-VI display expenditures according to the seven 
National Objectives for Northern Canada (referred to here 
simply as ‘Northern Objectives’’) as approved by the Federal 
Government for the 1970’s. A brief description of these 
objectives follows:* 


1 Quality of Life - To provide for a higher standard of living, 
quality of life, and equality of opportunity for northern 
residents by methods which are compatible with their own 
preferences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth — To encourage viable economic devel- 
opment within the regions of the northern territories so as to 
realize their potential contribution to the national economy 
and the material well being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security — To maintain Canadian sover- 
eignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of Environment — To maintain and enhance the 
northern environment with due consideration to economic 
and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government -— To further the evolution of self- 
government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development - To realize the potential 
contribution of the northern territories to the social and 
cultural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation — To develop fully the leisure and 
recreational opportunities in the northern territories. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of expenditure 
in the tables. The eighth category is Administration and 
Support. Agency expenditures are allocated to Administration 
and Support when they contribute to the northern objectives 
by supporting other activities which contribute to these 
objectives. 

They must, of course, also be direct northern expendi- 
tures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, mainte- 
nance and operation of government buildings and equipment, 
financial and personnel services, and policy, planning and 
co-ordination services. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the Government’s 
policy framework for the North generally, is contained in the publication 
“Canada’s North 1970-1980” issued by the Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development. 
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Where administration and support types of expenditure 
support only one northern activity, they are considered to 
be a part of that activity; in such cases, the expenditures have 
been allocated to the appropriate northern objective. Where, 
however, they support more than one operational activity, 
agencies were asked to report the expenditure as part of the 
Administration and Support category. This approach is 
designed to eliminate the pro-rating of general overhead and 
support costs to operational activities on an arbitrary basis. 

A word of caution is required in connection with expen- 
diture levels identified by each agency under Administratiol 
and Support. There are many variations in the organizational 
forms and accounting systems employed by agencies to 
manage their programs. Because of this, some agencies are 
able to identify a larger part of their administrative expenses 
with discrete operational activities than are others. As a 
result, such agencies may show a lower proportion of expen- 
ditures under the Administration and Support category than 
others. In addition, many agencies are unable to identify 
the northern component of their overall administrative 
expenses. In these cases, the administration and support 
expenditures are considered as indirect northern expen- 
ditures and excluded from the data entirely. 

For the above reasons, these data do not provide a valid 
basis for making inter-agency comparisons of Administratio 
and Support expenditures. In particular, such comparisons 
provide no valid basis on which to judge the relative efficienc 
with which agencies manage their operations. 

Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective 
exercise. Within this limitation, however, the allocations 
represent the best judgements of program managers as to the 
objectives promoted by the activities for which they are 
responsible.

YY economic function. Twelve economic functions are iden- 
ified, each of which describes the general nature and type of 
ictivity on which expenditures are made. As in the case of 
locations by northern objective (though to a lesser degree), 
he allocations by economic function involve an element of 
udgement on the part of the reporting agencies. 

The economic functions are listed below, along with 
xxamples of the types of expenditure represented by each 
unction:

/ Economic Development (Other) —- Expenditures made for 
ihe prime purpose of developing the primary, secondary and 
service sectors of the Northern economy. 


3 Defence — Expenditures made to ensure the preservation 
of Canadian sovereignty. 
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9 Local Government — Expenditures for the establishment of 
effective and responsible political institutions at the local 
government level. 


10 Research (short-range)* — Expenditures of a research 
nature, where the application of the results is expected to 
take place within the reporting period plus two years. 


11 Culture and Recreation — Expenditures on parks, recrea- 
tion and cultural services. 


12 General Government Services — Expenditures on services 
which cannot be assigned to any of the above functions 

(e.g. administration of justice, personal and property 
protection).

In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, agencies 
were asked to a provide a judgemental breakdown of their 
expenditures according to the geographical area which was 
expected to obtain the principal benefit of the expenditures. 
Four geographical areas were identified for this purpose: 
the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North 
generally, and Canada as a whole. Tables XVII-XXI provide 
data concerning expenditure allocations on this basis. 

A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
Location of Responsibility Centre (Tables XII-XVI) and those 
by Location of Principal Benefit dealt with here.

Direct employment includes all regular, seasonal, casual 
and part-time employees, but not persons engaged under 
professional and special service contracts; nor does it include 
employment generated by programs specifically designed 
to create jobs, unless the employment is with a reporting 
agency and covered in that agency’s salaries and wages 
budget. 

Table XXVII presents a summary of employment levels 
by agency for each of the fiscal years 1975-76 to 1978-79 and 
tables XXVIII-XXXI display the agency employment levels 
by geographical location. The geographical locations desig- 
nated for this purpose are the Yukon Territory, the Northwest 
Territories and Southern Canada. 

In each case, the levels of direct employment are ex- 
pressed in man-years where one man-year represents the 
employment of one person for one full year (or the equivalent 
of this situation).

Part Ill 
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Detail of Expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial Government 
Programs and Northern 
Objectives 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, agencies 
were asked to identify the name of the program, as shown 

in their Estimates, under which their northern activities are 
carried out. This is in keeping with the idea that the northern 
expenditure data should, for the most part, be a reflection 

of expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 

In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and direct employment are presented ina 
modified Main Estimates format to show how the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan relates to agency programs and 
objectives as described in Estimates. 

The presentation shows, for each agency program, the 
derivation of the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan as defined 
for purposes of the survey. This is done by adjusting the 
gross expenditures reported by agencies for such items as 
inter-agency sales, inter-agency transfers and other special 
items described earlier. The unadjusted or gross level of 
expenditure for each program is identified as the Main Esti- 
mates level*, while the amount indicated after adjustments is 
shown as the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan. The latter 
amount is then broken down according to the Northern 
Objectives served by the expenditure. 

Following identification of each agency’s program, there 
is a description of the program objective. These descriptions 
are substantially the same as contained in the 1978/79 
Estimates for each agency, although minor editorial changes 
were made in some cases for the sake of brevity or to provide 
further information. 


*Note that the Main Estimates level is taken to include expenditures author- 
ized by Acts of Parliament (including Appropriation Acts), as well as those 
included in the Main Estimates per se. Some of these expenditures, such as 
those relating to unemployment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, 
are made from special funds or accounts established for a specific purpose 
in accordance with legislation. 
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In summary, the material in this part includes the 
following information: 
(a) asummary of northern expenditures by Federal and 
Territorial governments; ** 
(b) asummary of each agency’s expenditures by program; 
(c) adescription of each agency’s own objectives as de- 
scribed in 1978/79 Estimates; 
(d) expenditure levels for each agency’s program, before and 
after adjustments, in relation to the northern activities asso- 
ciated with the program; 
(e) an allocation of adjusted program expenditures by 
Northern Objective; 
(f) asummary of the direct employment (manpower) related 
to the northern activities of each agency.

Foreword 


The Department of Indian and Northern Affairs has the 
responsibility for planning and co-ordinating all policies and 
programs North of 60°. The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, 
which provides a comprehensive picture of the financial and 
human resources supporting northern related activities of the 
federal and territorial governments, is one tool by which the 
department’s responsibility to the North is fulfilled. 

This plan is divided into three principal sections. Part | 
provides an explanation of what is meant by an “annual 
northern expenditure plan” and how it is derived from the 
Main Estimates and total expenditure plans of the federal and 
territorial governments. Part Il contains aggregate expenditure 
and employment information by agency and various categories 
of data; for example, one category provides an allocation of 
expenditures by northern objective for each fiscal year from 
1976/77 to 1979/80. Finally, Part Ill presents the data for each 
departmental program, including a description of the depart- 
mental program objectives and an allocation of the 
expenditure to the northern objectives. 


Part | The Concept of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Federal departments and agencies and the governments of the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories are surveyed each year to 
obtain information regarding their recent and proposed annual 
expenditures on programs and activities in relation to the two 
territories. In the aggregate, the expenditure data thus col- 
lected constitute the northern expenditure plans of the Federal 
and Territorial governments. The results of the 1979/80 survey 
are summarized in this booklet as the Annual Northern Expen- 
diture Plan for 1979/80. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure Planning 


In 1971 the Government of Canada approved a northern devel- 
opment policy which established seven National Objectives for 
Northern Canada. The Objectives, which are described else- 
where in this publication, were designed as a policy frame- 
work for the formulation, co-ordination and implementation of 
all Federal and Territorial government programs concerned 
with Northern Canada. 


The National Objectives for Northern Canada provide a 
common basis for Federal and Territorial governments to plan 
and implement their northern programs. At the same time, 
they present a special challenge in joint planning and co- 
ordination between the three governments involved, given the 
multiplicity of departments and agencies through which each 
government discharges its responsibilites North of 60°. 

The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies and pro- 
grams relative to the North. The preparation of an Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan, through consultation with the 
Advisory Committee on Northern Development, is designed to 
facilitate a co-ordinated and balanced approach to allocation 
of the human and financial resources of government in rela- 
tion to the Government’s Northern Objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


The basic methodology applied in compiling the 1979/80 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan remains essentially 
unchanged from that used in last year’s survey. In this regard, 
detailed information concerning survey definitions and 
methodology is provided in the section preceding the tabular 
data for each of the categories in Part Il. There are, however, a 
number of important points to note concerning the general 
methodology and approach applied in the survey. 


(i) Period Covered: 

Agencies were asked to provide data for a four-year period:* 
planned expenditures for 1979/80, forecast expenditures (at 
the time of the survey) for 1978/79 and actual expenditures for 
1977/78 and 1976/77. It is important to note that the data for 
1979/80 are based on expenditure plans contained in the Main 
Estimates for that year; as such, the 1979/80 figures represent 
spending plans which are subject to change during that year 
in response to shifts in priorities. 


(ii) Direct Northern Expenditures: 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies were 
asked to report only direct Northern expenditures.** Direct 
expenditures must meet one of the following conditions: 

(a) those which take place physically north of 60°; 

(b) those made to achieve departmental or program objectives 
exclusively for the North; or (c) those which contribute to 


*In these definitions and throughout the text, the term agency (when not 
otherwise modified ) is taken to include federal government departments, 
agencies and Crown corporations and the governments of the two territories. 


northern objectives or involve the North in a national program, 
provided the northern component of the expenditure can 
realistically be identified. Data on indirect expenditures - i.e. 
those which may contribute to northern objectives, but which 
have a primary thrust directed elsewhere and a northern com- 
ponent which cannot be firmly and realistically identified 

- were not requested in the survey. 


(iii) Informed Judgements in Subjective Allocations: 

With the exclusion of indirect expenditures from the survey, it 
is believed that a reasonable degree of accuracy can be attri- 
buted to the data. It should be noted, however, that an ele- 
ment of judgement had to be applied in making the allocations 
in certain categories, particularly - (1) in the allocation of 
expenditures by Northern Objective, and (2) in identifying the 
geographic location of the principal benefit of the expendi- 
tures. By their nature, these data categories are subjective. For 
this reason, agencies surveyed were urged to seek advice from 
senior level program managers to obtain the most informed 
judgement possible in these subjective areas. 


(iv) Health Expenditures: 

The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan includes territorial gov- 
ernment expenditures under hospital and medical care insur- 
ance plans as well as federal government expenditures for pro- 
viding health services in the North. In this regard, it should be 
noted that a portion of these federal expenditures is financed 
through amounts received from the territorial insurance plans 
and, as such, there is some overlap in the aggregate data. 


(v) Exclusions: 

While the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan represents the 
most comprehensive data available on government spending 
in the North, it will be apparent from the aggregate expendi- 
ture tables that some federal agencies have been excluded 
from the survey even though they may operate northern-related 
programs. Reference has already been made to the exclusion 
of agencies whose expenditures relate only indirectly to the 
North. Also excluded, however, are certain agencies whose 
operations are of a quasi-commercial nature, such as the 
Northern Transportation Company Limited (NTCL) and the 
Northern Canada Power Commission (NCPC). In these 
instances, payments made by the Government of Canada to 
NTCL and NCPC are included in the Annual Northern Expendi- 
ture Plan as special items, as noted below. Information on the 
expenditures and operations of these agencies, per se, is avail- 
able in their annual reports. 


(vi) Special Items: 

Certain items, because of their special nature, have been 
excluded from the aggregate expenditure data comprising the 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan. They are identified for 
information purposes, however, as an adjustment to the gross 
expenditure figures presented in Part Ill (Detail of Expendi- 
tures by Federal and Territorial Government Programs and 
Northern Objectives). These special exclusions relate to: 


(a) forces of the department of National Defence assigned for 
defence of the North but stationed in southern Canada (a rela 
tively high expenditure); 

(b) Purchase of shares in Panarctic Oils Limited by the Depart- 


*The terms North, Northern and North of 60° refer to the Yukon and North- 
west Territories. It is not intended that expenditures North of 60° relative to 
Arctic Quebec and Labrador be included in the data; however, reference 
should be made to the footnote on page 62 in this regard. 


ment of Indian Affairs and Northern Development* 

(a special type of investment expenditure); 

(c) payments to NTCL by Transport Canada and to NCPC by 
the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs (loans for capi- 
tal expenditures and advances for working capital); and, 

(d) activities reported as long-range research (because the 
application of research results is expected to be at least two 
years away). 


(vii) Adjustments to Data Previously Reported: 

It may be noted that the data shown for the years prior to 
1979/80 differ from the data shown for these years in the pre- 
vious Annual Northern Expenditure Plan publication. This 
occurs for two main reasons. The first is that the currently 
reported data represent a recent forecast rather than planned 
amounts for 1978/79 and, similarly, actual rather than forecast 
amounts for 1977/78. Secondly, there have been some adjust- 
ments for errors, omissions or agency reorganizations identi- 
fied since the compilation of last year’s report. In such cases, 
year-to-year comparability in the data has been maintained to 
the extent possible. 


Treatment of Inter-agency Transfers 


An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are provided 
by one reporting agency to another without the recipient 
agency providing any goods or services to be used or con- 
sumed by the agency providing the funds. The recipient 
agency is thus free to administer the ultimate disposition of 
funds for their intended purpose. The most common forms of 
such inter-agency transfers are grants, contributions or loans 
from one agency to another. 

The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan is designed to 
indicate northern expenditures by the agency which has final 
responsibility for managing them. This means that transfers 
from one agency to another appear, in the aggregate expendi- 
ture tables, as the expenditure of the final agency in the 
process. 

Largely for this reason, expenditures of the territorial gov- 
ernments, as shown in the aggregate tables, do not coincide 
with the Estimates of the Councils of the two territories. For 
the year 1979/80, for example, planned expenditures of $113.7 
million are reported for the Yukon Territory Government, along 
with $307.9 million for the Northwest Territories Government. 
In fact, the Estimates for 1979/80 total $122.0 million for the 
Yukon and $293.8 million for the Northwest Territories.** A 
derivation of the amounts reported in the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan from the amounts shown in the Territorial 
Government Estimates is presented in Part III. 


Special Note on inter-agency Sales and Purchases 


It will be observed that the expenditure totals by Northern 
Objective, economic function and location of principal benefit 
differ somewhat from the totals by location of responsibility 
centre and object of expenditure. This will also be observed in 
the case of certain individual agencies. The reason for this is 
explained below. 

A certain amount of double counting is unavoidable in 
compiling the data because of limitations in financial account- 


During 1976, the government’s investment in Panarctic Oils Limited was 
acquired by Petro-Canada as provided for under section 25 of the Petro- 
Canada Act. As a result, expenditures by the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development in purchasing shares of Panarctic Oils Limited 
terminate with the data reported for 1976/77.

ing systems. This problem occurs where one agency pur- 
chases goods or services from another agency and includes 
the purchase cost in its reported expenditures while, at the 
same time, the selling agency reports the cost of providing the 
goods or services as part of its expenditures. 

Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or serv- 
ices in order to carry out its programs and to promote certain 
northern objectives, the cost should be included in its expen- 
ditures for allocation by northern objective, economic function 
and location of principal benefit. However, since the selling 
agency actually administers the expenditure in providing the 
goods or services, it is most appropriate that the cost be 
included as part of its reported expenditures for allocation by 
location of responsibility centre and object of expenditure. 

In line with this approach, sales to other agencies were 
deducted from the selling agency’s gross expenditures in 
compiling the tables showing allocations by northern objec- 
tive, economic function and location of principal benefit. On 
the other hand, purchases from other agencies were deducted 
from the purchaser’s gross expenditures for the tables show- 
ing allocation by location of responsibility centre and object of 
expenditure. As a result, the expenditure indicated for a given 
agency will differ in the two groups of tables described above 
- the discrepancy being the net difference between the pur- 
chases and sales reported. 

On an aggregate basis, it was found that total reported 
sales exceed total reported purchases by $5.0 million in 
1979/80 or about one-half of one per cent of total planned 
expenditures for the year. Through examination of supplemen- 
tary information provided by agencies in their questionnaires, 
the discrepancy appears to be due to an inability to identify all 
actual or anticipated purchases from other reporting agencies. 
In view of the comparatively small size of the discrepancy in 
relation to total expenditures, however, the double counting 
involved in certain tables is not considered to be significant. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan in fostering greater cohesion in northern 
expenditure planning. The main focus of the plan, of course, is 
on those activities which contribute to the achievement of the 
National Objectives for Northern Canada. 

The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many federal 
agencies whose activities support established northern objec- 
tives have responsibilities for meeting national or program 
objectives which are distinct from the National Objectives for 
the North. In such cases, flexibility has to be applied in meet- 
ing non-northern objectives independent of northern concerns. 
It is recognized, however, that where the national purpose 
being served by a given agency or program must take prece- 
dence over the implications for northern objectives, the 
manner in which expenditures are executed may often be 
modified to enhance achievement of northern objectives with- 
out sacrifice to the other purposes being served. 


“Although the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan does not attempt to indicate 
the extent to which government revenues are generated by the activities of 
reporting agencies, a summary of 1979/80 estimated expenditures and 
receipts, as contained in the Estimates of each of the territorial govern- 
ments, is provided in Part III of the booklet. In this connection, the total 
Yukon Government Estimates of $122.0 million are financed through 
Territorial receipts of $78.0 million, an operating grant (paid by the Federal 
Government) of $22.9 million and a capital grant of $15.5 million. Similarly, 
the total Northwest Territories Government Estimates of $293.8 million are 
financed through Territorial receipts of $88.3 million, an operating grant of 
$147.9 million and a capital grant of $54.8 million. (For each territorial govern- 
ment, the difference between total receipts and total expenditures represents 
a change in the working capital balance).

Part Il-A 
Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table | provides a summary of expenditures by agency for 
each of the fiscal years 1976/77 to 1979/80* Federal agencies 
are listed in order of descending levels of expenditures 
planned for 1979/80. 

With reference to this and succeeding tables in this part 
of the booklet, attention is again drawn to the fact that the 
expenditure levels indicated for each agency will not always 
be the same as amounts contained in the voted estimates of 
those agencies. As previously explained, this is largely due to 
the methodology of adjusting agencies’ reported gross 
expenditures for inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, 
some disbursements made by agencies are funded from non- 
budgetary or special accounts which may not specifically be 
identified as expenditure items in the Estimates (e.g. Canada 
Pension Plan payments). 

The differences between expenditure levels reported here 
and those in Estimates are quite apparent in relation to the 
Territorial Governments; they may be less apparent, however, 
for federal agencies whose northern expenditures are not 
identified separately in the Estimates. For this reason, care 
must be exercised in drawing conclusions about the 
expenditure levels of a given agency indicated in the 
aggregate expenditure tables. 

For example, Table | indicates planned expenditures by 
the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation in 1979/80 of 
$1.3 million. In Part Ill of the booklet, however, where gross 
agency expenditures are displayed, it will be seen that the 
Corporation plans total northern expenditures of $20.2 million 
in 1979/80 of which $18.9 million takes the form of transfers 
to other agencies (in this case to the Territorial Governments). 

It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research Council, 
do not appear in the aggregate expenditure tables at all, even 
though they reported northern expenditures. While their 
expenditures are included in Part Ill of the booklet, they are 
excluded here because they relate to long-range research 
activities which, as noted earlier, are not to be included in the 
net adjusted figures comprising the Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan. 

Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover only 
government expenditures in a given field of activity. Many 
public services, of course, are provided primarily through 
private enterprise on a commercial basis. For example, while 
planned expenditures for 1979/80 reported by the Department 
of Communications total $2.8 million, this by no means 
represents the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an important 
role in a certain field but where the private sector is very much 
involved in the actual provision of services.

Part ll- B 
Allocations by Northern Objective 


Tables II-VI display expenditures according to the seven 
National Objectives for Northern Canada (referred to here 
simply as “Northern Objectives”) as approved by the Federal 
Government for the 1970’s. A brief description of these objec- 
tives follows:* 


1 Quality of Life - To provide for a higher standard of living, 
quality of life, and equality of opportunity for northern resi- 
dents by methods which are compatible with their own prefer- 
ences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth - To encourage viable economic develop- 
ment within the regions of the northern territories so as to 
realize their potential contribution to the national economy 
and the material well being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security - To maintain Canadian sover- 
eignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of Environment - To maintain and enhance the 
northern environment with due consideration to economic and 
social development. 


5 Evolution of Government - To further the evolution of self- 
government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development - To realize the potential 


contribution of the northern territories to the social and cultur- 


al development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation - To develop fully the leisure and 
recreational opportunities in the northern territories. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern objec- 


tives, there are actually eight categories of expenditure in the 
tables. The eighth category is Administration and Support. 
Agency expenditures are allocated to Administration and Sup- 
port when they contribute to the northern objectives by sup- 
porting other activities which contribute to these objectives. 

They must, of course, also be direct northern expendi- 
tures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of expendi- 
ture would include those on construction, maintenance and 
operation of government buildings and equipment, financial 
and personnel services, and policy, planning and co-ordination 
services. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the Government’s 
policy framework for the North generally, is contained in the publication 
“Canada’s North 1970-1980” issued by the Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development. 
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Where administration and support types of expenditure 
support only one northern activity, they are considered to be a 
part of that activity; in such cases, the expenditures have been 
allocated to the appropriate northern objective. Where, how- 
ever, they support more than one operational activity, agencies 
were asked to report the expenditure as part of the Adminis- 
tration and Support category. This approach is designed to 
eliminate the pro-rating of general overhead and support costs 
to operational activities on an arbitrary basis. 

A word of caution is required in connection with expendi- 
ture levels identified by each agency under Administration and 
Support. There are many variations in the organizational forms 
and accounting systems employed by agencies to manage 
their programs. Because of this, some agencies are able to 
identify a larger part of their administrative expenses with dis- 
crete operational activites than are others. As a result, such 
agencies may show a lower proportion of expenditures under 
the Administration and Support category than others. In addi- 
tion, many agencies are unable to identify the northern com- 
ponent of their overall administrative expenses. In these 
cases, the administration and support expenditures are con- 
sidered as indirect northern expenditures and excluded from 
the data entirely. 

For the above reasons, these data do not provide a valid 
basis for making inter-agency comparisons of Administration 
and Support expenditures. In particular, such comparisons pro 
vide no valid basis on which to judge the relative efficiency 
with which agencies manage their operations. 

Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective exer- 
cise. Within this limitation, however, the allocations represent 
the best judgements of program managers as to the objectives 
promoted by the activities for which they are responsible.

As in the case of 
allocations by northern objective (though to a lesser degree), 
he allocations by economic function involve an element of 
udgement on the part of the reporting agencies.

Tables XII-XVI provide a breakdown of expenditures by 
location of responsibility centre. The term location of respon- 
sibility centre refers to the geographical region in which the 
responsibility centre administering the expenditure is 

located - namely, the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Terri- 
tories or Southern Canada. Note, therefore, that this category 
of data is not intended to indicate the geographical location Northwest 
of recipients of expenditures. Note also the distinction Territories 
between this data category and that presented in the next 
section (Part II-E - Location of Principal Benefit). 

To illustrate, reference may be made to the treatment of 
expenditures reported by the Department of Fisheries and 
Environment. The greater portion of these expenditures relates 
to northern operations of the Department’s national weather 
and ice forecasting systems. In operational terms, weather and 
ice information is gathered in the North and, hence, related 
costs constitute direct northern spending. In administrative 
terms, however, the related expenditures are managed from Southern 
regional offices located south of 60°. Thus even though the Yukon Territory Canada 
operational activity takes place in the North, the location of 
Responsibility Centre for this activity would be identified as 
Southern Canada. Finally, since the information gathered 
contributes to weather forecasting on a national basis, the 
Location of Principal Benefit for a large part of the Depart- 
ment’s reported expenditure is designated as Canada.

Part ll-E 
Location of Principal Benefit of Expenditures 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, agencies 
were asked to provide a judgemental breakdown of their 
expenditures according to the geographical area which was 
expected to obtain the principal benefit of the expenditures. 
Four geographical areas were identified for this purpose: the 
Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North generally, 
and Canada as a whole. Tables XVII-XXI provide data 
concerning expenditure allocations on this basis. 

A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
Location of Responsibility Centre (Tables XIlI-XVI) and those by 
Location of Principal Benefit dealt with here. For example, an 
expenditure may be made through a responsibility centre in 
Southern Canada and yet benefit one or both of the northern 
regions. On the other hand, an expenditure administered from 
the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the territories may also 
benefit the North generally or Canada as a whole. An effort 
has been made, however, to relate expenditures to that region 
which is expected to receive the principal benefit.

Direct employment includes all regular, seasonal, casual 
and part-time employees, but not persons engaged under 
professional and special service contracts; nor does it include 
employment generated by programs specifically designed to 
create jobs, unless the employment is with a reporting agency 
and covered in that agency’s salaries and wages budget. 

Table XXVII presents a summary of employment levels by 
agency for each of the fiscal years 1976/77 to 1979/80 and 
tables XXVIII-XXXI display the agency employment levels by 
geographical location. The geographical locations designated 
for this purpose are the Yukon Teritory, the Northwest 
Territories and Southern Canada. 

In each case, the levels of direct employment are ex- 
pressed in person-years where one person-year represents the 
employment of one person for one full year (or the equivalent 
of this situation).

Part III Detail of Expenditures by Federal 
and Territorial Government 
Programs and Northern 
Objectives 


In compiling the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan, agencies 
were asked to identify the name of the program, as shown in 
their Estimates, under which their northern activities are 
carried out. This is in keeping with the idea that the northern 
expenditure data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 

In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and direct employment are presented in a 
modified Main Estimates format to show how the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan relates to agency programs and 
objectives as described in Estimates. 

The presentation shows, for each agency program, the 
derivation of the Annual Northern Expenditure Plan as defined 
for purposes of the survey. This is done by adjusting the gross 
expenditures reported by agencies for such items as inter- 
agency sales, inter-agency transfers and other special items 
described earlier. The unadjusted or gross level of expenditure 
for each program is identified as the Main Estimates level", 
while the amount indicated after adjustments is shown as the 
Annual Northern Expenditure Plan. The latter amount is then 
broken down according to the Northern Objectives served by 
the expenditure. 

Following identification of each agency’s program, there 
is a description of the program objective. These descriptions 
are substantially the same as contained in the 1979/80 
Estimates for each agency, although minor editorial changes 
were made in some cases for the sake of brevity or to provide 
further information. 


*Note that the Main Estimates level is taken to include expenditures author- 
ized by Acts of Parliament (including Appropriation Acts), as well as those 
included in the Main Estimates per se. Some of these expenditures, such as 
those relating to unemployment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, are 
made from special funds or accounts established for a specific purpose in 
accordance with legislation.

Preface 


The Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
has the responsibility for planning and co-ordinating all 
policies and programs north of 60°. The Annual Northern 
Expenditure Plan, which provides a comprehensive picture of 
the financial and human resources supporting northern- 
related activities of the federal and territorial governments, is 
one tool by which the department’s responsibility to the 
North is fulfilled. 

This plan is divided into three parts. Part | provides an 
explanation of what is meant by an “annual northern expen- 
diture plan” and how the plan is derived from the Main Esti- 
mates and total expenditure plans of the federal and terri- 
torial governments. Part Il contains aggregate expenditure 
and employment information by agency and various cate- 
gories of data; for example, one category provides an alloca- 
tion of expenditures by northern objective for each fiscal 
year from 1977-78 to 1980-81. Finally, Part Ill presents the 
expenditure and employment data for each government’s pro- 
grams, including a description of the program objectives and 
an allocation of the expenditure by northern objective. 
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Introduction 


Federal departments and agencies and the governments of 
the Yukon and Northwest territories are surveyed each year 
to obtain information regarding their recent and proposed 
annual expenditures on programs and activities in or for the 
two territories. In the aggregate, the expenditure data thus 
collected constitute the northern expenditure plans of the 
federal and territorial governments. The results of the 1980-81 
survey are summarized in this Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan 1980-87. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure Planning 


In 1971 the government of Canada approved a northern devel- 
opment policy that established seven national objectives for 
northern Canada. They were designed as a policy framework 
for the formulation, co-ordination and implementation of all 
federal and territorial government programs concerned with 
northern Canada. These objectives provide a common basis 
for federal and territorial governments to plan and implement 
their northern programs. At the same time, they present a 
special challenge in joint planning and co-ordination among 
the three governments involved, given the multiplicity of 
departments and agencies through which each government 
discharges its responsibilities north of 60°. 

The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies and pro- 
grams relative to the North. The preparation of an annual 
northern expenditure plan, through consultation with the 
Advisory Committee on Northern Development, is designed 
to facilitate a co-ordinated and balanced approach to alloca- 
tion of the human and financial resources of government in 
relation to the government’s northern objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


Detailed information concerning survey definitions and meth- 
odology is provided in the section preceding the tabular data 
for each of the categories in Part Il. There are, however, a 
number of important points to note concerning the general 
methodology and approach applied in the survey. 


Geographical Area and Time Frame 

The terms north, northern and north of 60° refer to the Yukon 
and the Northwest territories. Expenditures north of 60° rela- 
tive to Arctic Quebec and Labrador are not included in the 
data (see footnote on page 63). 

Agencies* were asked to provide data for a four-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1980-81, forecast expendi- 
tures (at the time of the survey) for 1979-80, and actual 
expenditures for 1978-79 and 1977-78. It is important to note 
that the data for 1980-81 are based on expenditure plans con- 
tained in the Main Estimates published by the federal and 
territorial governments for that year; as such, they represent 
spending plans that are subject to change in response to 
shifts in priorities. 


*The term agency (when not otherwise modified) includes federal government 
departments, agencies and Crown corporations, and the governments of the 
two territories. 


Nature of Data Included in the Survey 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies were 
asked to report only direct northern expenditures. Direct ex- 
penditures are (a) those that take place physically north of 
60°; (b) those made to achieve departmental or program ob- 
jectives exclusively for the North; or (c) those that contribute 
to northern objectives or involve the North in a national pro- 
gram, provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. 

The annual northern expenditure plan includes territorial 
government expenditures under hospital and medical care 
insurance plans as well as federal government expenditures 
for providing health services in the North. A portion of the 
federal expenditures is financed through amounts received 
from the territorial insurance plans and, as such, there is 
some overlap in the aggregate data. 

It should be noted that an element of judgement had to 
be applied in making the allocations in certain categories, 
particularly (a) in the allocation of expenditures by northern 
objective, and (b) in identifying the geographic location of the 
principal benefit of the expenditures. By their nature, these 
data categories are subjective. For this reason, agencies sur- 
veyed were urged to seek advice from senior-level program 
managers to obtain the best judgement possible in these 
areas. 


Exclusions from the Survey Data 
While the annual northern expenditure plan represents the 
most comprehensive data available on government spending 
in the North, it will be apparent from the aggregate expendi- 
ture tables in Part II that some federal agencies have been 
excluded from the survey even though they may operate 
northern-related programs. This is because data on indirect 
expenditures - that is, those which may contribute to north- 
ern objectives, but which have a primary thrust directed else- 
where and a northern component which cannot firmly and 
realistically be identified - are not included in the survey. 
The expenditures of certain agencies whose operations 
are considered to be “special items” are excluded from the 
aggregate data tables in Part Il, but are included for informa- 
tion purposes in the detailed data contained in Part Ill. These 
special items include (a) forces of the Department of 
National Defence assigned for defence of the North but sta- 
tioned in southern Canada (a relatively high expenditure); (b) 
payments to agencies whose operations are of a quasi-com- 
mercial nature, namely to the Northern Transportation Com- 
pany Limited by Transport Canada and to the Northern Can- 
ada Power Commission by the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development (loans for capital expenditures 
and advances for working capital); and (c) activities reported 
as long-range research (because the application of research 
results is expected to be at least two years away). 
Information on the expenditures and operations of these 
agencies is available in their annual reports. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Transfers 

An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are provided 
by one reporting agency to another without the recipient 
agency providing any goods or services to be used or con- 
sumed by the agency providing the funds. The recipient 
agency is thus free to administer the disposition of funds for 
their intended purpose. The most common forms of such 
inter-agency transfers are grants, contributions or loans. 


The annual northern expenditure plan is designed to indi- 
cate northern expenditures by the agency that has final re- 
sponsibility for managing them. This means that transfers 
from one agency to another appear, in the aggregate expen- 
diture tables, as the expenditure of the agency that ultimately 
disburses the funds. 

Largely for this reason, expenditures of the territorial 
governments, as shown in the aggregate tables in Part II, do 
not coincide with the estimates of the two territories as 
reported in Part Ill. For the year 1980-81, for example, 
planned expenditures of $120.3 million are reported for the 
Yukon territorial government, along with $332.7 million for 
the Northwest Territories government. In fact, territorial 
estimates for 1980-81 total $138.2 million for the Yukon and 
$320.6 million for the Northwest Territories.* A derivation of 
the amounts reported in the annual northern expenditure 
plan from the amounts shown in the territorial government 
estimates is presented in Part Ill. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 

For certain agencies the expenditure totals by northern 
objective, economic function and location of principal benefit 
may differ from the totals by location of responsibility centre 
and object of expenditure. This occurs because limitations in 
financial accounting systems make a certain amount of dou- 
ble counting unavoidable. Such double accounting occurs 
when one agency purchases goods or services from another 
agency and includes the purchase cost in its reported 
expenditures while, at the same time, the selling agency 
reports the cost of providing the goods or services as part of 
its expenditures. 

Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or serv- 
ices in order to carry out its programs and to promote certain 
northern objectives, the cost should be included in its expen- 
ditures by northern objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit. However, since the selling agency actual- 
ly administers the expenditure in providing the goods or serv- 
ices, it is most appropriate that the cost be included as part 
of its reported expenditures by location of responsibility 
centre and object of expenditure. 

In line with this approach, sales to other agencies were 
deducted from the selling agency’s gross expenditures in 
compiling the tables showing allocations by northern objec- 
tive, economic function and location of principal benefit. On 
the other hand, purchases from other agencies were de- 
ducted from the purchaser’s gross expenditures by location 
of responsibility centre and object of expenditure. As a 
result, the expenditure indicated for a given agency will differ 
in the two groups of tables described above - the discre- 
pancy being the net difference between the purchases and 
sales reported. 


Although the annual northern expenditure plan does not attempt to indicate the 
extent to which government revenues are generated by the activities of report- 
ing agencies, a summary of 1980-81 estimated expenditures and receipts, as 
contained in the estimates of each of the territorial governments, is provided in 


a Ill of this publication. In this connection, the total Yukon government 
estimates of $138.2 million are financed through territorial receipts of $82.1 


million, an operating grant (paid by the federal government) of $32.2 million and 


a capital grant of $20.0 million. Similarly, the total Northwest Territories govern- 
ment estimates of $320.6 million are financed through territorial receipts of 
96.7 million, an operating grant of $155.5 million and a capital grant of $59.5 
Million. (For each territorial government, the difference between total receipts 
and total expenditures represents a change in the working capital balance.) 


On an aggregate basis, total reported sales exceed total 
reported purchases by $7.3 million in 1980-81, which is less 
than one per cent of total planned expenditures for the year. 
Examination of supplementary information provided by agen- 
cies in their questionnaires indicates that the discrepancy is 
due to an inability to identify all actual or anticipated pur- 
chases from other reporting agencies. In view of the com- 
paratively small size of the discrepancy in relation to total 
planned expenditures, however, the double counting involved 
in certain tables is not considered to be significant. 


Adjustments to Data Previously Reported 

For a number of reasons, data for the years prior to 1979-80 
may differ from the data in previous annual northern expen- 
diture plans. Planned data for a given year are derived from 
the Main Estimates, which are spending plans subject to 
change because of shifts in priorities. Planned data become 
forecast data the following year and are revised up to the 
time of the survey. Forecast data become actua/ data the 
following year, and in so doing, may change. In addition, 
some actual and forecast figures are later adjusted for errors, 
omissions, or agency reorganizations identified since the 
compilation of the previous year’s report. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the annual northern 
expenditure plan in fostering greater cohesion in northern 
expenditure planning. The main focus of the plan, of course, 
is on those activities which contribute to the achievement of 
the national objectives for northern Canada. 

The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many federal 
agencies whose activities support established northern 
objectives have responsibilities for meeting national or pro- 
gram objectives which are distinct from the national objec- 
tives for the North. In such cases, flexibility has to be 
applied in meeting non-northern objectives independent of 
northern concerns. It is recognized, however, that where the 
national purpose being served by a given agency or program 
must take precedence over the implications for northern 
objectives, the manner in which expenditures are executed 
may often be modified to enhance achievement of northern 
objectives without sacrifice to the other purposes being 
served.

Part ll-A 
Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table 3 provides a summary of expenditures by agency for 
the fiscal years from 1977-78 to 1980-81.* Federal agencies 
are listed in order of descending levels of expenditures 
planned for 1980-81. 

With reference to this and succeeding tables in Part Il, 
attention is again drawn to the fact that the expenditure 
levels indicated for each agency will not always be the same 
as amounts contained in the voted estimates of those agen- 
cies. As previously explained, this is largely due to the meth- 
odology of adjusting agencies’ reported gross expenditures 
for inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, some dis- 
bursements made by agencies are funded from non-budget- 
ary or special accounts which may not specifically be identi- 
fied as expenditure items in the main estimates (e.g., Canada 
Pension Plan payments). 

The differences between expenditure levels reported here 
and those in the main estimates are quite apparent in rela- 
tion to the territorial governments; they may be less appar- 
ent, however, for federal agencies whose northern expen- 
ditures are not identified separately in the main estimates. 
For this reason, care must be exercised in drawing conclu- 
sions about the expenditure levels of a given agency indi- 
cated in the aggregate expenditure tables. 

For example, Table 3 indicates planned expenditures by 
the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation in 1980-81 of 
$4.3 million. In Part Ill, however, where gross agency expendi- 
tures are displayed, it will be seen that the corporation plans 
total northern expenditures of $26.4 million for 1980-81 of 
which $22.1 million takes the form of transfers to other 
agencies (in this case to the territorial governments). 

It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research Coun- 
cil, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure tables at all, 
even though they reported northern expenditures. While their 
expenditures are included in Part Ill, they are excluded from 
Part Il because they relate to long-range research activities 
which, as noted earlier, are not to be included in the net 
adjusted figures comprising the annual northern expenditure 
plan. 

Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover only 
government expenditures in a given field of activity. Many 
public services, of course, are provided primarily through pri- 
vate enterprise on a commercial basis. For example, while 
planned expenditures for 1980-81 reported by the Department 
of Communications total $1.3 million, this by no means rep- 
resents the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an important 
role in a certain field but where the private sector is very 
much involved in the actual provision of services.

Part Il- B 
Expenditures by Northern Objective 


Tables 4 to 8 display expenditures according to the seven 
national objectives for northern Canada (referred to here 
simply as “northern objectives”) as approved by the federal 
government for the 1970s. A brief description of these objec- 
tives follows.* 


1 Quality of Life - To provide for a higher standard of living, 
quality of life, and equality of opportunity for northern resi- 
dents by methods which are compatible with their own pref- 
erences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth - To encourage viable economic develop- 
ment within the regions of the northern territories so as to 
realize their potential contribution to the national economy 
and the material well-being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security - To maintain Canadian sover- 
eignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of the Environment - To maintain and enhance 
the northern environment with due consideration to economic 
and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government - To further the evolution of self- 
government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development - To realize the potential 
contribution of the northern territories to the social and cul- 
tural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation - To develop fully the leisure and 
recreational opportunities in the northern territories. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the government’s policy 
framework for the North generally, is contained in the publication “Canada’s 
North 1970-1980” issued by the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. 
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It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of expenditure 
in the tables. The eighth category is “administration and 
support.” Agency expenditures are allocated to administra- 
tion and support when they contribute to the northern objec- 
tives by supporting other activities which contribute to these 
objectives. They must, of course, also be direct northern ex- 
penditures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, main- 
tenance and operation of government buildings and equip- 
ment, financial and personnel services, and policy, planning 
and co-ordination services. 

Where administration and support types of expenditure 
support only one northern activity, they are considered to be 
a part of that activity; in such cases, the expenditures have 
been allocated to the appropriate northern objective. Where, 
however, they support more than one operational activity, 
agencies were asked to report the expenditure as part of the 
administration and support category. This approach is de- 
signed to eliminate the pro-rating of general overhead and 
support costs to operational activities on an arbitrary basis. 

A word of caution is required in connection with expendi- 
ture levels identified by each agency under administration 
and support. There are many variations in the organizational 
forms and accounting systems employed by agencies to 
manage their programs. Because of this, some agencies are 
better able to identify a larger part of their administrative 
expenses with discrete operational activities. As a result, 
such agencies may show a lower proportion of expenditures 
under the administration and support category than others. 
In addition, many agencies are unable to identify the north- 
ern component of their overall administrative expenses. In 
these cases, the administration and support expenditures are 
considered as indirect northern expenditures and excluded 
from the data entirely. 

For the above reasons, these data do not provide a valid 
basis for making inter-agency comparisons of administration 
and support expenditures. In particular, such comparisons 
provide no valid basis on which to judge the relative effi- 
ciency with which agencies manage their operations. 

Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective exer - 
cise. Within this limitation, however, the allocations repre- 
sent the best judgements of program managers as to the 
objectives promoted by the activities for which they are 
responsible.

Part Il-C 
Expenditures by Economic Function 


Tables 9 to 13 provide information on expenditures by eco- 
nomic function. Twelve economic functions are identified, 
each of which describes the general nature and type of activ- 
ity on which expenditures are made. As in the case of alloca- 
tions by northern objective (though to a lesser degree), the 
allocations by economic function involve an element of 
judgement on the part of the reporting agencies. 

The economic functions are listed below, along with 
examples of the types of expenditure represented by each 
function. 


1 Education - Expenditures on primary, secondary and univer- 
sity schooling, but excluding adult and occupational training. 


2 Health - Expenditures directly related to protecting and im- 
proving human health, primarily of a medical-dental nature. 


3 Welfare - Expenditures related to the maintenance of 
income, social assistance, improved housing and other social 
services. 


4 Transportation - Expenditures which directly relate to the 
regulation, construction, maintenance or upgrading of trans- 
portation services. 


5 Communications - Expenditures which directly relate to the 
regulation, construction, maintenance or upgrading of com- 
munication services (e.g., postal, radio, television). 


6 Economic Development (Human) - Expenditures to improve 
an individual’s opportunities to increase his income by the 
improvement of his labour skills or by improving the effi- 
ciency of the labour market. 


7 Economic Development (Other) - Expenditures made for the 
prime purpose of developing the primary, secondary and 
service sectors of the northern economy. 


8 Defence - Expenditures made to ensure the preservation of 
Canadian sovereignty. 
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9 Local Government - Expenditures for the establishment of 
effective and responsible political institutions at the local 
government level. 


10 Research (Short-range)* - Expenditures of a research 
nature, where the application of the results is expected to 
take place within the reporting period plus two years. 


41 Culture and Recreation - Expenditures on parks, recrea- 
tion and cultural services. 


42 General Government Services - Expenditures on services 
which cannot be assigned to any of the above functions (e.g., 
administration of justice, personal and property protection).

Tables 14 to 18 provide a breakdown of expenditures by loca- 
tion of responsibility centre. The term /ocation of respon- 
sibility centre refers to the geographical region in which the 
responsibility centre administering the expenditure is located 
- namely, the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories or erect 
southern Canada. Note, therefore, that this category of data Tartitories 
is not intended to indicate the geographical location of reci- 
pients of expenditures. Note also the distinction between 
this data category and that presented in the next section 
(Part Il-E: Expenditures by Location of Principal Benefit). 

To illustrate, reference may be made to the treatment of 
expenditures reported by the Department of the Environment. 
The greater portion of these expenditures relates to northern 
operations of the department’s national weather and ice fore- 
casting systems. In operational terms, weather and ice infor- 
mation is gathered in the North and, hence, related costs 
constitute direct northern spending. In administrative terms, 
however, the related expenditures are managed from regional Yukon Territory 
offices located south of 60°. Thus, even though the opera- 
tional activity takes place in the North, the location of the 
responsibility centre for this activity would be identified as 
southern Canada. Finally, since the information gathered 
contributes to weather forecasting on a national basis, the 
location of principal benefit for a large part of the depart- 
ment’s reported expenditure is designated as Canada.

Part Il-E 
Expenditures by Location of Principal Benefit 


In compiling the annual northern expenditure plan, agencies 
were asked to provide a judgemental breakdown of their 
expenditures according to the geographical area which was 


expected to receive the principal benefit of the expenditures. 


Four geographical areas were identified for this purpose: the 


Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North general- 


ly, and Canada as a whole. Tables 19 to 23 provide data con- 
cerning expenditure allocations on this basis. 

A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
location of responsibility centre (Tables 14 to 18) and those 
by location of principal benefit dealt with here. For example, 
an expenditure may be made through a responsibility centre 
in southern Canada and yet benefit one or both of the north- 
ern regions. On the other hand, an expenditure administered 
from the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the territories may also 
benefit the North generally or Canada as a whole. An effort 
has been made, however, to relate expenditures to that 
region which is expected to receive the principal benefit.

The tables in this section deal with the levels of direct em- 
ployment by reporting agencies in relation to their northern 
activities. 

Direct employment includes all regular, seasonal, casual 
and part-time employees, but not persons engaged under 
professional and special service contracts; nor does it 
include employment generated by programs specifically 
designed to create jobs, unless the employment is with a 
reporting agency and covered in that agency’s salaries and 
wages budget. 

Table 29 presents a summary of employment levels by 
agency for each of the fiscal years 1977-78 to 1980-81 and 
Tables 30 to 33 display the agency employment levels by 
geographical location. The geographical locations designated 
for this purpose are the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Terri- 
tories and southern Canada. 

In each case, the levels of direct employment are ex- 
pressed in person-years where one person-year represents 
the employment of one person for one full year (or the equiv- 
alent of this situation).

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Introduction 


In compiling the annual northern expenditure plan, agencies 
were asked to identify the name of the program, as shown in 
the Main Estimates, under which their northern activities are 
carried out. This is in keeping with the idea that the northern 
expenditure data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 

In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and direct employment are presented in a modi- 
fied format similar to that of the Main Estimates to show 
how the annual northern expenditure plan relates to agency 
programs and objectives as described in the estimates. 

The order of presentation for this material is as follows: 
\Il-A Federal Departments and Agencies 
III-B Government of the Northwest Territories 
\Il-C Government of the Yukon Territory. 

In the case of territorial governments, an introductory: 
table is provided showing estimated expenditures and 
receipts for 1980-81 as contained in the estimates for each 
territorial government. Summaries of northern expenditures 
by federal and territorial governments before and after adjust- 
ments are also included. The detailed tables that follow for 
each agency provide: 

(a) a summary of each agency’s gross (Main Estimates*) 
expenditures by program; 


*Note that the Main Estimates figure includes expenditures authorized by Acts 
of Parliament (including Appropriation Acts), as well as those included in the 
Main Estimates per se. Some of these expenditures, such as those relating to 
unemployment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, are made from special 
funds or accounts established for a specific purpose in accordance with 
legislation.

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(b) a description of each program’s objectives as described in 
1980-81 estimates; **

Preface 


The Advisory Committee on Northern Development was 
assigned responsibility by Cabinet for reporting on govern- 
ment activities in the Yukon and the Northwest Territories. 
One of the ways in which this is done is through the publica- 
tion of an Annual Northern Expenditure Plan. The plan pro- 
vides a comprehensive view of the planned financial and 
human resources supporting these activities. 

This document is divided into three parts. Part | defines 
and establishes the scope of the document, and sets out 
how the data is derived from the Main Estimates and total 
expenditure plans of the federal and territorial governments. 
Part Il contains aggregate expenditure and employment infor- 
mation by agency and presents various categories of data. 
For example, one category provides the allocation of expen- 
ditures by established northern objective for each fiscal year 
from 1978-79 to 1981-82. Finally, Part Ill presents the 
planned expenditure and employment data for each govern- 
ment’s programs, and includes a description of each program 
objective as well as detailed expenditures by established 
northern objective.

Introduction 


Federal departments and agencies and the governments of 
the Yukon and Northwest Territories are surveyed each year 
to obtain information regarding their recent and proposed 
annual expenditures on programs and activities in or for the 
two territories. In the aggregate, the expenditure data thus 
collected constitute the northern expenditure plans of the 
federal and territorial governments. The results of the 1981-82 
survey are Summarized in this Annual Northern Expenditure 
Plan 1981-82. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure Planning 


In 1971 the government of Canada approved a northern devet- 
opment policy that established seven national objectives for 
northern Canada. They were designed as a policy framework 
for the formulation, co-ordination and implementation of all 
federal and territorial government programs concerned with 
northern Canada. These objectives provide a common basis 
for federal and territorial governments to plan and implement 
their northern programs. At the same time, they present a 
special challenge in joint planning and co-ordination among 
the three governments involved, given the multiplicity of 
departments and agencies through which each government 
discharges its responsibilities north of 60°. 

The Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
has responsibility for co-ordination of all policies and pro- 
grams relative to the North. The preparation of an annual 
northern expenditure plan, through consultation with the 
Advisory Committee on Northern Development, is designed 
to facilitate a co-ordinated and balanced approach to alloca- 
tion of the human and financial resources of government in 
relation to the government’s northern objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


Detailed information concerning survey definitions and meth- 
odology is provided in the section preceding the tabular data 
for each of the categories in Part Il. There are, however, a 
number of important points to note concerning the general 
methodology and approach applied in the survey. 


Geographical Area and Time Frame 

The terms north, northern and north of 60° refer to the Yukon 
and the Northwest Territories. Expenditures north of 60° rela- 
tive to Arctic Quebec and Labrador are not included in the 
data (see footnote on page 63). 

Agencies* were asked to provide data for a four-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1981-82, forecast expendi- 
tures (at the time of the survey) for 1980-81, and actual 
expenditures for 1979-80 and 1978-79. It is important to note 
that the data for 1981-82 are based on expenditure plans con- 
tained in the Main Estimates published by the federal and 
territorial governments for that year; as such, they represent 
spending plans that are subject to change in response to 
shifts in priorities. 


“The term agency (when not otherwise modified) includes federal government 
departments, agencies and Crown corporations, and the governments of the 
two territories. 


Nature of Data Included in the Survey 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies were 
asked to report only direct northern expenditures. Direct ex- 
penditures are (a) those that take place physically north of 
60°; (b) those made to achieve departmental or program ob- 
jectives exclusively for the North; or (c) those that contribute 
to northern objectives or involve the North in a national pro- 
gram, provided the northern component of the expenditure 
can realistically be identified. 

The annual northern expenditure plan includes territorial 
government expenditures under hospital and medical care 
insurance plans as well as federal government expenditures 
for providing health services in the North. A portion of the 
federal expenditures is financed through amounts received 
from the territorial insurance plans and, as such, there is 
some overlap in the aggregate data. 

It should be noted that an element of judgement had to 
be applied in making the allocations in certain categories, 
particularly (a) in the allocation of expenditures by northern 
objective, and (b) in identifying the geographic location of the 
principal benefit of the expenditures. By their nature, these 
data categories are subjective. For this reason, agencies sur- 
veyed were urged to seek advice from senior-level program 
managers to obtain the best judgement possible in these 
areas. 


Exclusions from the Survey Data 
While the annual northern expenditure plan represents the 
most comprehensive data available on government spending 
in the North, it will be apparent from the aggregate expendi- 
ture tables in Part Il that some federal agencies have been 
excluded from the survey even though they may operate 
northern-related programs. This is because data on indirect 
expenditures - that is, those which may contribute to north- 
ern objectives, but which have a primary thrust directed else- 
where and a northern component which cannot firmly and 
realistically be identified - are not included in the survey. 
The expenditures of certain agencies whose operations 
are considered to be ‘‘special items” are excluded from the 
aggregate data tables in Part Il, but are included for informa- 
tion purposes in the detailed data contained in Part Ill. These 
special items include (a) forces of the Department of 
National Defence assigned for defence of the North but sta- 
tioned in southern Canada (a relatively high expenditure); (b) 
payments to agencies whose operations are of a quasi-com- 
mercial nature, namely to the Northern Transportation Com- 
pany Limited by Transport Canada and to the Northern Can- 
ada Power Commission by the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development (loans for capital expenditures 
and advances for working capital); and (c) activities reported 
as long-range research (because the application of research 
results is expected to be at least two years away). 
Information on the expenditures and operations of these 
agencies is available in their annual reports. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Transfers 

An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are provided 
by one reporting agency to another without the recipient 
agency providing any goods or services to be used or con- 
sumed by the agency providing the funds. The recipient 
agency is thus free to administer the disposition of funds for 
their intended purpose. The most common forms of such 
inter-agency transfers are grants, contributions or loans. 


The annual northern expenditure plan is designed to indi- 
cate northern expenditures by the agency that has final re- 
sponsibility for managing them. This means that transfers 
from one agency to another appear, in the aggregate expen- 
diture tables, as the expenditure of the agency that ultimately 
disburses the funds. 

Largely for this reason, expenditures of the territorial 
_ governments, as shown in the aggregate tables in Part Il, do 
not coincide with the estimates of the two territories as 
reported in Part Ill. For the year 1981-82, for example, 
planned expenditures of $130.9 million are reported for the 
Yukon territorial government, along with $377.5 million for 
the Northwest Territories government. In fact, territorial 
estimates for 1981-82 total $141.1 million for the Yukon and 
$361.8 million for the Northwest Territories.* A derivation of 
the amounts reported in the annual northern expenditure 
plan from the amounts shown in the territorial government 
estimates is presented in Part Ill. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 

For certain agencies the expenditure totals by northern 
objective, economic function and location of principal benefit 
may differ from the totals by location of responsibility centre 
and object of expenditure. This occurs because limitations in 
financial accounting systems make a certain amount of dou- 
ble counting unavoidable. Such double accounting occurs 
when one agency purchases goods or services from another 
agency and includes the purchase cost in its reported 
expenditures while, at the same time, the selling agency 
reports the cost of providing the goods or services as part of 
its expenditures. 

Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or serv- 
ices in order to carry out its programs and to promote certain 
northern objectives, the cost should be included in its expen- 
ditures by northern objective, economic function and location 
of principal benefit. However, since the selling agency actual- 
ly administers the expenditure in providing the goods or serv- 
ices, it is most appropriate that the cost be included as part 
of its reported expenditures by location of responsibility 
centre and object of expenditure. 

In line with this approach, sales to other agencies were 
deducted from the selling agency’s gross expenditures in 
compiling the tables showing allocations by northern objec- 
tive, economic function and location of principal benefit. On 
the other hand, purchases from other agencies were de- 
ducted from the purchaser's gross expenditures by location 
of responsibility centre and object of expenditure. As a 
result, the expenditure indicated for a given agency will differ 
in the two groups of tables described above - the discre- 
pancy being the net difference between the purchases and 
sales reported. 


“Although the annual northern expenditure plan does not attempt to indicate the 
extent to which government revenues are generated by the activities of report- 
ing agencies, a summary of 1981-82 estimated expenditures and receipts, as 
Contained in the estimates of each of the territorial governments, is provided in 
Part Ill of this publication. In this connection, the total Yukon government 
estimates of $141.1 million are financed through territorial receipts of $79.0 
million, an operating grant (paid by the federal government) of $39.9 million and 
a capital grant of $22.2 million. Similarly, the total Northwest Territories govern- 
ment estimates of $361.8 million are financed through territorial receipts of 
$88.2 million, an operating grant of $199.9 million and a capital grant of $73.7 
million. (For each territorial government, the difference between total receipts 
and total expenditures represents a change in the working capital balance.) 


On an aggregate basis, total reported sales exceed total 
reported purchases by $8.1 million in 1981-82, which is less 
than one per cent of total planned expenditures for the year. 
Examination of supplementary information provided by agen- 
cies in their questionnaires indicates that the discrepancy is 
due to an inability to identify all actual or anticipated pur- 
chases from other reporting agencies. In view of the com- 
paratively small size of the discrepancy in relation to total 
planned expenditures, however, the double counting involved 
in certain tables is not considered to be significant. 


Adjustments to Data Previously Reported 

For a number of reasons, data for the years prior to 1980-81 
may differ from the data in previous annual northern expen- 
diture plans. Planned data for a given year are derived from 
the Main Estimates, which are spending plans subject to 
change because of shifts in priorities. Planned data become 
forecast data the following year and are revised up to the 
time of the survey. Forecast data become actua/ data the 
following year, and in so doing, may change. In addition, 
some actual and forecast figures are later adjusted for errors, 
omissions, or agency reorganizations identified since the 
compilation of the previous year’s report. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency 
Program Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the annual northern 
expenditure plan in fostering greater cohesion in northern 
expenditure planning. The main focus of the plan, of course, 
is on those activities which contribute to the achievement of 
the national objectives for northern Canada. 

The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many federal 
agencies whose activities support established northern 
objectives have responsibilities for meeting national or pro- 
gram objectives which are distinct from the national objec- 
tives for the North. In such cases, flexibility has to be 
applied in meeting non-northern objectives independent of 
northern concerns. It is recognized, however, that where the 
national purpose being served by a given agency or program 
must take precedence over the implications for northern 
objectives, the manner in which expenditures are executed 
may often be modified to enhance achievement of northern 
objectives without sacrifice to the other purposes being 
served.

governments plan to spend a combined total of $969 million 


during 1981-82 in relation to their northern activities.* This 


represents an increase of $84 million or 9.5 per cent over the 
forecast northern expenditure level for the previous year - the 
second smallest annual percentage increase over the period 


since 1973-74.**

An examination of the 1981-82 planned expenditure by 
level of government indicates that federal departments and 
agencies have final responsibility for $460.8 million or 47.5 
per cent of the total. The Northwest Territories government 


makes up $377.5 million or 39.0 per cent and the Yukon Terri- 


tory government represents $130.9 million or 13.5 per cent.

Part Il-A 
Summary of Expenditures by Agency 


Table 3 provides a summary of expenditures by agency for 
the fiscal years from 1978-79 to 1981-82.* Federal agencies 
are listed in order of descending levels of expenditures 
planned for 1981-82. 

With reference to this and succeeding tables in Part Il, 
attention is again drawn to the fact that the expenditure 
levels indicated for each agency will not always be the same 
as amounts contained in the voted estimates of those agen- 
cies. As previously explained, this is largely due to the meth- 
odology of adjusting agencies’ reported gross expenditures 
for inter-agency transfers. In addition, of course, some dis- 
bursements made by agencies are funded from non-budget- 
ary or special accounts which may not specifically be identi- 
fied as expenditure items in the main estimates (e.g., Canada 
Pension Plan payments). 

The differences between expenditure levels reported here 
and those in the Main Estimates are quite apparent in rela- 
tion to the territorial governments; they may be less appar- 
ent, however, for federal agencies whose northern expen- 
ditures are not identified separately in the Main Estimates. 
For this reason, care must be exercised in drawing conclu- 
sions about the expenditure levels of a given agency indi- 
cated in the aggregate expenditure tables. 

For example, Table 3 indicates planned expenditures by 
the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation in 1981-82 of 
$3.6 million. In Part Ill, however, where gross agency expendi- 
tures are displayed, it will be seen that the corporation plans 
total northern expenditures of $27.8 million for 1981-82 of 
which $24.2 million takes the form of transfers to other 
agencies (in this case to the territorial governments). 

It should also be noted that two federal agencies, the 
Department of Agriculture and the National Research Coun- 
cil, do not appear in the aggregate expenditure tables at all, 
even though they reported northern expenditures. While their 
expenditures are included in Part Ill, they are excluded in 
Part Il because they relate to long-range research activities 
which, as noted earlier, are not to be included in the net 
adjusted figures comprising the annual northern expenditure 
plan. 

Finally, in observing the expenditure levels of each 
agency, it should be kept in mind that these data cover only 
government expenditures in a given field of activity. Many 
public services, of course, are provided primarily through pri- 
vate enterprise on a commercial basis. For example, while 
planned expenditures for 1981-82 reported by the Department 
of Communications total $2.0 million, this by no means rep- 
resents the total outlay for communication services in the 
North. This is a case where government plays an important 
role in a certain field but where the private sector is very 
much involved in the actual provision of services.

Part Il- B 
Expenditures by Northern Objective 


Tables 4 to 8 display expenditures according to the seven 
national objectives for northern Canada (referred to here 
simply as ‘“‘northern objectives’) as approved by the federal 
government for the 1970s. A brief description of these objec- 
tives follows.* 


1 Quality of Life - To provide for a higher standard of living, 
quality of life, and equality of opportunity for northern resi- 
dents by methods which are compatible with their own pref- 
erences and aspirations. 


2 Economic Growth - To encourage viable economic develop- 
ment within the regions of the northern territories so as to 
realize their potential contribution to the national economy 
and the material well-being of Canadians. 


3 Sovereignty and Security - To maintain Canadian sover- 
eignty and security in the North. 


4 Protection of the Environment - To maintain and enhance 
the northern environment with due consideration to economic 
and social development. 


5 Evolution of Government - To further the evolution of self- 
government in the northern territories. 


6 Social and Cultural Development - To realize the potential 
contribution of the northern territories to the social and cul- 
tural development of Canada. 


7 Leisure and Recreation - To develop fully the leisure and 
recreational opportunities in the northern territories. 


*A more detailed discussion of these objectives, and of the government's policy 
framework for the North generally, is contained in the publication ‘Canada’s 
North 1970-1980" issued by the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. 


It will be noted that, while there are seven northern 
objectives, there are actually eight categories of expenditure 
in the tables. The eighth category is “administration and 
support.”’ Agency expenditures are allocated to administra- 
tion and support when they contribute to the northern objec- 
tives by supporting other activities which contribute to these 
objectives. They must, of course, also be direct northern ex- 
penditures, as previously defined. Examples of this type of 
expenditure would include those on construction, main- 
tenance and operation of government buildings and equip- 
ment, financial and personnel services, and policy, planning 
and co-ordination services. 

Where administration and support types of expenditure 
support only one northern activity, they are considered to be 
a part of that activity; in such cases, the expenditures have 
been allocated to the appropriate northern objective. Where, 
however, they support more than one operational activity, 
agencies were asked to report the expenditure as part of the 
administration and support category. This approach is de- 
signed to eliminate the pro-rating of general overhead and 
support costs to operational activities on an arbitrary basis. 

A word of caution is required in connection with expendi- 
ture levels identified by each agency under administration 
and support. There are many variations in the organizational 
forms and accounting systems employed by agencies to 
manage their programs. Because of this, some agencies are 
better able to identify a larger part of their administrative 
expenses with discrete operational activities. As a result, 
such agencies may show a lower proportion of expenditures 
under the administration and support category than others. 
In addition, many agencies are unable to identify the north- 
ern component of their overall administrative expenses. In 
these cases, the administration and support expenditures are 
considered as indirect northern expenditures and excluded 
from the data entirely. 

For the above reasons, these data do not provide a valid 
basis for making inter-agency comparisons of administration 
and support expenditures. In particular, such comparisons 
provide no valid basis on which to judge the relative effi- 
ciency with which agencies manage their operations. 

Finally, it may be noted that the allocation of expendi- 
tures by northern objective is necessarily a subjective exer- 
cise. Within this limitation, however, the allocations repre- 
sent the best judgements of program managers as to the 
objectives promoted by the activities for which they are 
responsible.

Part li- C 
Expenditures by Economic Function 


Tables 9 to 13 provide information on expenditures by eco- 
nomic function. Twelve economic functions are identified, 
each of which describes the general nature and type of activ- 
ity on which expenditures are made. As in the case of alloca- 
tions by northern objective (though to a lesser degree), the 
allocations by economic function involve an element of 
judgement on the part of the reporting agencies. 

The economic functions are listed below, along with 
examples of the types of expenditure represented by each 
function. 


1 Education - Expenditures on primary, secondary and univer- 
sity schooling, but excluding adult and occupational training. 


2 Health - Expenditures directly related to protecting and im- 
proving human health, primarily of a medical-dental nature. 


3 Welfare - Expenditures related to the maintenance of 
income, social assistance, improved housing and other social 
services. 


4 Transportation - Expenditures which directly relate to the 
regulation, construction, maintenance or upgrading of trans- 
portation services. 


5S Communications - Expenditures which directly relate to the 
regulation, construction, maintenance or upgrading of com- 
munication services (e.g., postal, radio, television). 


6 Economic Development (Human) - Expenditures to improve 
an individual’s opportunities to increase his income by the 
improvement of his labour skills or by improving the effi- 
ciency of the labour market. 


7 Economic Development (Other) - Expenditures made for the 
prime purpose of developing the primary, secondary and 
service sectors of the northern economy. 


8 Defence - Expenditures made to ensure the preservation of 
Canadian sovereignty. 
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9 Local Government - Expenditures for the establishment of 
effective and responsible political institutions at the local 
government level. 


10 Research (Short-range)* - Expenditures of a research 
nature, where the application of the results is expected to 
take place within the reporting period plus two years. 


11 Culture and Recreation - Expenditures on parks, recrea- 
tion and cultural services. 


12 General Government Services - Expenditures on services 


which cannot be assigned to any of the above functions (e.g., 
administration of justice, personal and property protection).

Part ll - D 
Expenditures by Location of Responsibility Centre 


Tables 14 to 18 provide a breakdown of expenditures by loca- 
tion of responsibility centre. The term /ocation of respon- 
sibility centre refers to the geographical region in which the 
responsibility centre administering the expenditure is located 
- namely, the Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories or 
southern Canada. Note, therefore, that this category of data 
is not intended to indicate the geographical location of reci- 
pients of expenditures. Note also the distinction between 
this data category and that presented in the next section 
(Part Il-E: Expenditures by Location of Principal Benefit). 

To illustrate, reference may be made to the treatment of 
expenditures reported by the Department of the Environment. 
The greater portion of these expenditures relates to northern 
operations of the department’s national weather and ice fore- 
casting systems. In operational terms, weather and ice infor- 
mation is gathered in the North and, hence, related costs 
constitute direct northern spending. In administrative terms, 
however, the related expenditures are managed from regional 
offices located south of 60°. Thus, even though the opera- 
tional activity takes place in the North, the location of the 
responsibility centre for this activity would be identified as 
southern Canada. Finally, since the information gathered 
contributes to weather forecasting on a national basis, the 
location of principal benefit for a large part of the depart- 
ment’s reported expenditure is designated as Canada.

Part Il- E 
Expenditures by Location of Principal Benefit 


In compiling the annual northern expenditure plan, agencies 
were asked to provide a judgemental breakdown of their 
expenditures according to the geographical area which was 


expected to receive the principal benefit of the expenditures. 


Four geographical areas were identified for this purpose: the 


Yukon Territory, the Northwest Territories, the North general- 


ly, and Canada as a whole. Tables 19 to 23 provide data con- 
cerning expenditure allocations on this basis. 

A distinction must be made between expenditures by 
location of responsibility centre (Tables 14 to 18) and those 
by location of principal benefit dealt with here. For example, 
an expenditure may be made through a responsibility centre 
in southern Canada and yet benefit one or both of the north- 
ern regions. On the other hand, an expenditure administered 
from the North may benefit Canada as a whole. Naturally an 
expenditure which benefits either of the territories may also 
benefit the North generally or Canada as a whole. An effort 
has been made, however, to relate expenditures to that 
region which is expected to receive the principal benefit.

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Introduction 


In compiling the annual northern expenditure plan, agencies 
were asked to identify the name of the program, as shown in 
the Main Estimates, under which their northern activities are 
carried out. This is in keeping with the idea that the northern 
expenditure data should, for the most part, be a reflection of 
expenditure plans on which the estimates were based. 

In this final part of the publication, data on northern 
expenditures and direct employment are presented in a modi- 
fied format similar to that of the Main Estimates to show 
how the annual northern expenditure plan relates to agency 
programs and objectives as described in the estimates. 

The order of presentation for this material is as follows: 
Ill-A Federal Departments and Agencies 
III-B Government of the Northwest Territories 
IIl-C Government of the Yukon Territory. 

In the case of territorial governments, an introductory 
table is provided showing estimated expenditures and 
receipts for 1981-82 as contained in the estimates for each 
territorial government. Summaries of northern expenditures 
by federal and territorial governments before and after adjust- 
ments are also included. The detailed tables that follow for 
each agency provide: 

(a) a Summary of each agency’s gross (Main Estimates*) 
expenditures by program; 


*Note that the Main Estimates figure includes expenditures authorized by Acts 
of Parliament (including Appropriation Acts), as well as those included in the 
Main Estimates per se. Some of these expenditures, such as those relating to 
unemployment insurance and the Canada Pension Plan, are made from special 
funds or accounts established for a specific purpose in accordance with 
legislation. 
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(b) a description of each program’s objectives as described in 
1981-82 estimates; ** 
(c) expenditure levels for each agency’s programs, before and 
after adjustments for such items as inter-agency sales, inter- 
agency transfers, and other special items described earlier; 
(d) an allocation of adjusted program expenditures by north- 
ern objective; and 
(e) a summary of the direct employment (person-years) 
related to the northern activities of each agency. 

The expenditure and manpower levels after adjustment 
comprise the annual northern expenditure plan.

The Concept of the Annual 
Northern Expenditure Plan 


Introduction 


Federal departments and agencies and the governments of 
the Yukon and Northwest Territories are surveyed each 
year to obtain information regarding their recent and pro- 
posed annual expenditures on programs and activities in 
or for the two territories. In the aggregate, the expenditure 
data thus collected constitute the northern expenditures 
plans of the federal and territorial governments. 


Policy Framework for Northern Expenditure Planning 


In 1971 the government of Canada approved a northern 
development policy that establishes seven national objec- 
tives for northern Canada. These objectives were designed 
as a policy framework for the formulation, co-ordination 
and implementation of all federal and territorial govern- 
ment programs concerned with northern Canada, and pro- 
vide a common basis for federal and territorial govern- 
ments to plan and implement their northern programs. At 
the same time, they present a special challenge in joint 
planning and co-ordination among the three governments 
involved, given the multiplicity of departments and agen- 
cies through which each government discharges its re- 
sponsibilities north of 60°. Accordingly the preparation of 
an annual northern expenditure plan was undertaken to 
facilitate a co-ordinated and balanced approach to alloca- 
tion of the human and financial resources of government 
in relation to the government’s northern objectives. 


Scope and Nature of the Data Survey 


Geographical Area and Time Frame 

The terms north, northern and north of 60° refer to the 
Yukon and the Northwest Territories. Expenditures north of 
60° relative to Arctic Quebec and Labrador are not in- 
cluded in the data. 

Agencies* were asked to provide data for a four-year 
period: planned expenditures for 1982-83, forecast expendi- 
tures (at the time of the survey) for 1981-82 and actual 
expenditure for 1980-81 and 1979-80. It is important to note 
that the data for 1982-83 are based on expenditure plans 
contained in the Main Estimates published by the federal 
and territorial governments for that year; as such, they 
represent spending plans that are subject to change in re- 
sponse to shifts in priorities. 


*The term agency (when not otherwise modified) includes federal govern- 


ment departments, agencies and Crown corporations, and the governments 
of the two territories. 


Nature of Data Included in the Survey 

To ensure maximum reliability in the data, agencies were 
asked to report only direct northern expenditures. Direct 
expenditures are (a) those that take place physically north 
of 60°; (b) those made to achieve departmental or program 
objectives exclusively for the North; or (c) those that con- 
tribute to northern objectives or involve the North in a 
national program, provided that northern component of the 
expenditure can realistically be identified. 

The annual northern expenditure plan includes terri- 
torial government expenditures under hospital and medical 
care insurance plans as well as federal government expen- 
ditures for providing health services in the North. A portion 
of the federal expenditures is financed through amounts 
received from the territorial insurance plans and, as such, 
there is some overlap in the data. 

It should be noted that an element of judgement had 
to be applied in making the allocation of expenditures by 
northern objective. By its nature, this data category is sub- 
jective. For this reason, agencies surveyed were urged to 
seek advice from senior-level program managers to obtain 
the best judgement possible in these areas. 


Exclusions from the Survey Data 

While the annual northern expenditure plan represents 

the most comprehensive data available on government 
spending in the North some federal agencies have been 
excluded from the survey even though they may operate 
northern-related programs. This is because data on indirect 
expenditures - that is, those which may contribute to 
northern objectives, but which have a primary thrust direct- 
ed elsewhere and a northern component which cannot 
firmly and realistically be identified - are not included in 
the survey, 

The expenditures of certain agencies whose operations 
are considered to be ‘“‘special items” are excluded from 
the data tables. These special items include (a) forces of 
the Department of National Defence assigned for defence 
of the North but stationed in southern Canada (a relatively 
high expenditure); (b) payments to agencies whose opera- 
tions are of a quasi-commercial nature, namely to the 
Northern Transportation Company Limited by Transport 
Canada and to the Northern Canada Power Commission by 
the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs (loans for 
capital expenditures and advances for working capital); and 
(c) activities reported as long-range research (because the 
application of research results is expected to be at least 
two years away). 

Information on the expenditures and operations of 
these agencies is available in their annual reports. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Transfers 

An inter-agency transfer takes place when funds are pro- 
vided by one reporting agency to another without the 
recipient agency providing any goods or services to be 
used or consumed by the agency providing the funds. The 
recipient agency is thus free to administer the disposition 
of funds for their intended purpose. The most common 
forms of such inter-agency transfers are grants, contribu- 
tions or loans. 

The annual northern expenditure plan is designed to 
indicate northern expenditures by the agency that has final 
responsibility for managing them. This means that trans- 
fers from one agency to another appear, as the expendi- 
ture of the agency that ultimately disburses the funds. 


Adjustments for Inter-agency Sales and Purchases 
Limitations in financial accounting systems make a certain 
amount of double counting unavoidable. Such double 
accounting occurs when one agency purchases goods or 
services from another agency and includes the purchase 
cost in its reported expenditures while, at the same time, 
the selling agency reports the cost of providing the goods 
or services as part of its expenditures. 

Since the purchasing agency obtains the goods or serv- 
ices in order to carry out its programs and to promote cer- 
tain northern objectives, the cost should be included in its 
expenditures by northern objective, and economic func- 
tion. However, since the selling agency actually adminis- 
ters the expenditure in providing the goods or services, it 
is most appropriate that the cost be included as part of its 
reported expenditures by object of expenditure. 

In line with this approach, sales to other agencies 
were deducted from the selling agency’s gross expendi- 


tures in compiling the tables showing allocations by north- 


ern objective, and economic function. 


Adjustments to Data Previously Reported 

For a number of reasons, data for the years prior to 
1981/82 may differ from the data in previous annual north- 
ern expenditure plans. Planned data for a given year are 
derived from the Main Estimates, which are spending plans 
subject to change because of shifts in priorities. Planned 
data become forecast data the following year and are re- 
vised up to the time of the survey. Forecast data become 
actual data the following year, and in so doing, may 
change. In addition, some actual and forecast figures are 
later adjusted for errors, omissions, or agency reorganiza- 
tions identified since the compilation of the previous 
year’s report. 


Interaction of Northern Objectives and Agency Program 
Objectives 


Reference has been made to the value of the annual north- 
ern expenditure plan in fostering greater cohesion in north- 
ern expenditure planning. The main focus of the plan, of 
course, is on those activities which contribute to the 
achievement of the national objectives for northern 
Canada. 

The objectives of governments, however, are multi- 
faceted, diverse and inter-related. For example, many fed- 
eral agencies whose activities support established north- 
ern objectives have responsibilities for meeting national or 
program objectives which are distinct from the national 
objectives for the North. In such cases, flexibility has to 
be applied in meeting non-northern objectives independent 
of northern concerns. It is recognized, however, that where 
the national purpose being served by a given agency or 
program must take precedence over the implications for 
northern ebjectives, the manner in which expenditures are 
executed may often be modified to enhance achievement 
of northern objectives without sacrifice to the other pur- 
poses being served. 


Total Northern Spending 


The federal and territorial governments report total planned 
expenditures of $1,134 million for 1982/83 - an increase of 
$92 million or 8.8% over a recent forecast of total 1981/82 
spending. Annual expenditure increases since 1973/74 aver- 
age 13.5%. 

The examination of the 1982/83 expenditure plan and 
trends in northern spending since 1973/74, within the 
various data categories covered in this summary deals with 
the aggregate ANEP data excluding special items (e.g. 
DND’s southern Canada forces available for defence of the 
North). 

The graphic below indicates the trend in annual north- 
ern expenditures since 1973/74, showing the percentage 
change from year to year. The figures in italics provide the 
same information on a deflated basis in constant 1971 
dollars. 

The increase for 1982/83 on a plan-to-plan basis is 
16.9%. 

Compared to the actual Northern expenditure level in 
1973/74, the 1982/83 plan is 221.2% higher.

The federal and territorial governments plan to utilize 9,737 
person-years in 1982/83 with respect to northern-related 
programs and activities — an increase of 32 person-years 
or 0.3% from a recent forecast of manpower utilization for 
1981/82. 

Total Federal Government employment comprises the 
personnel resources of departments and agencies which 
are subject to Treasury Board control, excluding proprie- 
tary crown corporations and military person-years. Conse- 
quently, for purposes of comparing ANEP and total Federal 
Government employment growth, the aggregate ANEP data 
have been adjusted to exclude CBC, CMHC and DND’s 
military person-years located in the North. These adjust- 
ments are in addition to the special exclusions noted pre- 
viously and are made for purposes of this comparison 
only. 

The person-years reported for special items which are 
excluded from the aggregate employment data pertain to 
DND’s southern Canada forces and various Long-Range 
Research activities.

Northern Canada Power Commission 


The following information has been extracted from the 
33rd Annual Review (for the year ended March 31, 1981) of 
the Northern Canada Power Commission. 

The Northern Canada Power Commission is a Federal 
Crown Corporation which operates under authority of the 
Northern Canada Power Commission Act. It is concerned 
with the planning, construction and management of public 
utilities, primarily electrical, on a commercial basis. 

The Commission is the principal producer of electricity 
north of 60° and operates the main transmission networks 
in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. Heat, water and 
sewerage service utilities are operated at Inuvik, N.W.T. 
Wholesale heat supply is provided to the Northwest Terri- 
torial Government for distribution at Frobisher Bay. 

It is a requirement of the Authorizing Act that opera- 
tions of the Commission shall be self-sustaining within 
each rate zone as defined in the Act. Consequently, rates 
charged for utilities supplied must provide sufficient reve- 
nue to cover interest and principal payments on loans 
made to the Commission, operating, maintenance, adminis- 
trative and all other expenses, and contingency 
allowances. 

The average workforce throughout the year totalled 
330. Northern staff totalled 251, of which 50 are original 
northern people. 


Appendix II 


Northern Transportation Company Limited 
(and subsidiary companies) 


The following information has been extracted from the 
1980 Annual Report of the Northern Transportation Com- 
pany Limited. 

Northern Transportation Company Limited has Oper- 
ated throughout the Mackenzie River system for 47 years, 
along the Western Arctic coast and islands for 24 years, 
and along the west coast of Hudson Bay for six years. The 
company’s marine operations have been the principal 
mode of transportation for community freight needs and 
logistic support for oil, gas and mineral exploration and 
development. The marine operations are complemented by 
Grimshaw Trucking and Distributing Ltd., a wholly-owned 
trucking subsidiary. During the 1980 operating season, the 
workforce peaked at 713 persons. Of these, 218 were resi- 
dents of northern Canada.

The Annual Northern Expenditure Plan has been stream- 
lined this year in an effort to provide a clearer, more 
accessible summary of government expenditures in the 
North for readers whose information needs do not extend 
to the detailed material included in earlier editions.
